The pilots’ cabin and the tail 
of the plane were sheared from 
the passengers’ compartment, 
which remained intact. 
said this probably accounted for 
the fact the loss of life was not 
greater. 

The pilot was Frank Mates 
Hamm, Jr., of Bridgeport, Conn., 
and Chicago, and the copilot was 
Harmon Edwin Ring, Muscatine, 
lowa. Hamm was killed instantly 
and Ring, who was thrown clear, 
died a short time after the 
accident. 

American Airlines officials said 
the plane left Detroit at 8:42 a. m. 
and was expected to arrive at Chi- 
cago at 9:31. It crashed about 
9:22 a. m. 

It appeared the pilot may have 
been attempting to make a land- 
ing at the Michigan City Airport 
just two miles away. The plane 
was in direct line with the airport 
es it came down from the over- 
cast.

Kem, Republican, Missouri, that 
Congress write “a new national 
labor policy,” to a demand by 
Sen.-Elect Joseph R. McCarthy, 
Republican, Wisconsin, for com- 
pulsory arbitration in industries 
affecting public health and safety. 


A middle layer of new members 
urged, in the words of Sen. Ray- 
mond E. Baldwin, Republican, 
Connecticut, “a sane, moderate, 
unemotional” approach. Baldwin, 
like others, called for “equaliza- 
tion of responsibility” between ia- 
bor and management under the 
Wagner Act and for financial ac- 
counting by unions. 

Some, like Sen.-Elect Irving M. 
Ives, Republican, New York, be- 
lieve that “the. real solution of 
labor problems, lies in ¢ympathetic 
arbitration.” 

Ives ‘clearly irked the CIO dur- 
ing the campaign, however, by a

Sen. John J. Sparkman, Democrat, 
Alabama, indicated his views on 
the labor question by a vote in the 
House to over-ride the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's veto of the 
Smith-Connally Act, which organ- 
ized labor opposed. 

Sen.-Elect Edward J. Thye, Re- 
is expected 
by friends to share in part the 
views of former Gov. Harold E. 
Stassen of Minnesota on the labor 
question, Stassen has called for 
revision of the Wagner Act to 
label and forbid a set of unfair 
practices for labor unions such as 
mass picketing.

Senate and House swirls to a showdown this week which may have 
an impact on the legislation of the 80th Congress convening Friday 
and on the presidential race of 1948. 


By contrast, the Democrats, 
‘ yielding control of both chambers 
after 14 historic years, face little 
internal friction in organizing for 
their minority party roles. 

The Republican scramble for 
committee assignments in the new 
Senate may affect the course of 
legislation in two ways—by any 
alliances or enmities it causes, and 
by the men who wind up in the 
posts of authority. 

The legislative record of the 
Congress is certain to figure in 
the 1948 presidential campaign. 
And more directly, a contest for 
the post of Majority Leader in the 
House has overtones of jockeying 
for position between rival sup- 
porters of Sen. Taft, Republican, 
Ohio, and Gov. Dewey, of New 
York, both possible presidential 
contenders. 

‘HARMONY’ MEET 

Immediate attention focuses on 
Monday’s gathering of Senate Re- 
publicans, where an attempt will 
be made to restore party harmony 
in the face of a rebellion led by 
Sen. Reed, Republican, Kansas. 

Rebuffed in the tentative slate 
of committee chairmen, Reed 
protested against what he termed 
the GOP “oligarchy” and called 
for formation of a “disinterested” 
Committee on Committees to 
make assignments. 

Senate Democrats, closer knit, 
will convene Thursday with Sen. 
Barkley, Democrat, Kentucky, now 
sporting a bushy white mustache, 
unopposed for the job of minority 
leader. The meeting originally 
was called for Monday but was 
postponed until the day, before 
Congress convenes. 

Across the Capitol, Rept. Martin 
of Massachusetts, who directetl 
Republican strategy in the House 
during the years of Democratic 
dominance, is scheduled for eleva- 
tion to the role of Speaker with- 
out opposition. 

FIGHT IN HOUSE

Charles De Gaulle declared Satur- 
day that he did not choose to be 
a candidate for the presidency of 
the French Fourth Republic be- 
cause he did not want to preside 
impotently over an impotent gov- 
ernment.

His decision to remain in politi- 
cal retirement was announced in a 
200-word ‘written statement to the 
press. 

The Republic’s President is to be 
elected Jan. 16 by Parliament at 
Versailles. The Popular Repub- 
lican Movement, second strongest 
party in Parliament, had prom- 
ised to support him for the presi- 
dency if he became a candidate. 

Recalling his previous condem- 
nations of the Constitution for its 
power conferred upon the parties 
and the lack of it given into the

“I do not believe, then, accord- 
ing to my conscience, that it would 
be well for me to serve the coun-

Banner Year of Growth Looms 
For Atlanta Suburban Centers 


With many new records for 
growth and development furnish- 
ing proof that 1946 has been the 
biggest year in the long histories 
of East Point, College Park, Hape- 
ville and Decatur, City officials of 
those Atlanta suburbs have begun 
plans to carry the boom over into 
1947 with forecasts indicating the 
new year will see even greater rec- 


ords of progress than the one now) 


ending. 

Some of the new records set by 
the thriving suburban communl- 
ties during 1946 are: 

1. The tremendous increase over 
any previous year in the number 
of building permits for residential 
construction issued by all four 
cities. 

2. The large increase in the 
number of industrial construction 
permits issued by Hapeville, a city 
which, prior to 1946, was consid- 
ered primarily residential. 

3. New highs in population gains 
in all four communities, based on 
figures compiled by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, 

Leading the list in expansion 
during 1946 with a population gain 
of more than 50 percent is Hape- 
ville, site of the huge multimillion 
dollar Ford assembly plant, which 
is expected to be completed soon. 

The year now ending has seen 
Hapeville develop from a very 


small community into a bustling | 
to,

city which has only begun 
progress and will include a pro- 
gram of civic improvements, fur- 
ther industrial development and 
residential and commercial build- 


g. 

To be financed by more than 
$300,000 in bonds already valid- 
ated by the City, Hapeville’s pro- 
gram oi civic improvements for 
1947 includes the construction of 
a recreational building and audi- 
torium, City Hall, police and fire 
stations, expansion of the City’s 
water and sewerage facilities and 
development cf the City’s streets. 

In addition to the Ford plant, 
the city has been negotiating with 
several other nationally known in- 
dustries relative to location of 
new plants within the city. Some 
are expected to locate there dur- 
ing 1947. 

A second large industry, Owens- 
Illinois Glass Company, already 
has purchased an 80-acre tract of 
land just outside the city limits 
on which it plans to build a plant, 
costing several million dollars, for 
the manufacture of glass contain- 
ers for household use. This site is 
part of an area which Hapeville 
now is seeking to annex despite 
the protests of Egan Park and East 
Point. 

Keeping pace with municipal 
and industrial development is resi- 
dentidl building with at least five 
new subdivisions completed or 
nearing completion in addition to 
a record number of single resi- 
dential buildings Which are expect- 
ed to be completed next year. 

Although umaided by industrial 
development, Decatur and College 
Park also are formulating plans 
to carry their residential boom 
over into 1947. 

Decatur, after entering the se- 
lect group of 10 largest cities in 
Georgia during 1946, is expecting 
its population gains to continue in 
1947, as the result of heavy indus- 
trialization now under way in 
North DeKalb County. 

The DeKalb County municipal- 
ity also is looking forward to 1947 
for completion of its construction 
program of civic improvements, in- 
cluding schools, park improve- 
ments, sewers and drainage facili- 
ties and a City-County library, 

The program, already begun, 
will be financed by $600,000 in 
bonds, ratified in 1946 after its 
citizens had approved them the 
year before. 

While no program of civic im- 
provements other than the exten- 
sion of water and sewage facilities 
has been announced by College 
Park, it is understood the city will 
undertake some municipal im- 
provements during 1947 which 
may include a new city hall. 

College Park also plans to bring 
industry into its limits next year 
and thereby bring to an end a self- 
imposed “ban” on industrial de- 
velopment which has existed for 
many years. 

Residential building also is ex- 
pected to reach a new peak in the 
city in 1947. The city recorded the 
second largest percentage of pop- 
ulation gain in the Greater Atlan- 
ta area this year with a 48 per- 
cent increase, tapped only by 
Hapeville.

Athenian Invents ‘Saiti-Vator 
To Escape Burning Building 


Since the Winecoff Hotel fire 
in Atlanta, scores of suggestions 
and inventions of devices to escape 
from burning buildings have come 
from scientific and mechanical- 


minded persons, Some of the ideas 


have seemed practical, others have 
not. 

The latest invention to come to 
light is a device that at first glance 
appears to be a practical one. It 
is a product of the inventive mind 
of an Athens man, Frank Fowler, 
Sr., who has already built a mod- 
el of his device and tested it. He 
is perfecting it further, has a pat- 
ent pending on it, and plans to be 
ready to give it a full dress re- 
hearsal, probably in Atlanta, in 
about six weeks. 

Called a “safti-vator,” Fowler’s 
invention combines three princi- 
ples of descent—a rope or cable, 
an elevator and a parachute. 

It consists of a coil of strong 
cable, enclosed in a case of alum- 
inum, an aluminum alloy or stain- 
less steel, impervious to rust or 
rot. The case of coil is so designed

that it could be securely bolted to 
any type wall just outside a win- 
dow. 

The end of the coil, extending 
downward and just outside the 
case, has a ring to which a hook 
can be attached. \ 

This is one part of the device. 

The other part is composed of 
a heavy cotton web or nylon belt 
which can be secured around a 
person’s waist or under the shoul- 
ders. To this belt is attached a 
hook similar to that attached to a 
parachute, 

Fowler’s idea is to have two or 
more of such belts in every hotel 
room, with the coil device bolted 
securely outside the ‘window. 

In case of fire, a trapped occu- 
pant of a hotel room or any other 
building, could put on the belt, 
snap the hook onto the ring of the 
cable coil, climb out onto the win- 
dow ledge and lower himself to 
the ground, 

His invention has a brake unit 
attached to the cable coil that 
would check the speed of descent 
to a rate of safety. 


His idea is to have enough ca- 
ble in the coil to reach the ground 
from any height, with the cable 
strong enough to bear the weight 
of hundreds of pounds—sturdy 
enough to support two or three 
or more persons at one time. 

Fowler’s sons, Hugh and Frank, 
Jr., University of Georgia students, 
have brought diagrams of their fa- 
ther’s invention to The Constitu- 
tion, and some of them are repro- 
duced on this page. 

The elder Fowler is superintend- 
ent of the Coca-Cola Company bot- 
tling plant in Athens and has al- 
ready achieved recognition as an 
inventor. He holds 15 U. S. patents 
on various inventions, most of 
them connected with bottling ma- 
chines and one which is in success- 
ful use in the production of pea- 
nut butter sandwiches. 

His sons say that within six 
weeks their father’s invention for 
escaping from burning buildings 
will be ready for public demon- 
stration, and they want to dem- 
onstrate it from the tallest hotel 
in Atlanta.

about 10 percent during the year, 
from 2.40 to 2.14 cents, one of the 
lowest rates in the Nation.

New customers added in 1946 
included 24,000 residences, nearly 
5,000 commercial establishments, 
and 29 large industries. In the 
Atlanta area 6,150 new customers 
were added, bringing the total 
number to more than 117,400, 

More than 153,000,000 passen- 
gers rode the Company’s trolleys 
and buses in Atlanta, an increase 
of 5,600,000 over 1945. Weekday 
riding now averages about 450,000 
passengers, 20,000 more than the 
wartime peak. 

The Power Company made sub- 
stantial progress in the moderni- 
zation of its metropolitan transit 
system in 1946, Mitchell added. 
Trackless trolleys replaced street 
cars on eight new lines. The Com- 
pany placed 130 new trackless 
trolleys and 15 gasoline buses in 
service, and ended the year with 
559 scheduled vehicles, the largest 
fleet in its history. The number 
of operators was increased from 
896 to 1,031. 

Wage increases, and the addi- 
tion of almost 1,000 employees, 
caused the Fower Company’s an- 
nual payroll to soar from $12,- 
370,000 in 1945 to $15,900,000 in 
1946. 

The Company succeeded in mak- 
ing large additions to its facili- 
ties for electric service, despite 
continuing scarcities of wire, 
transformers and other materials. 
It built 855 miles of new distribu- 
tion lines, including 675 miles of 
rural lines which serve about 
3,400 more farm homes. New high- 
tension transmission-line construc- 
tion amounted to 46% miles. 

Construction was begun late 
this year on three big steam-elec- 
tric power plant projects designed 
to, meet future increases in the 
State’s electric requirements. They 
are Plant Will Mitchell, a new 
45,000-kilowatt generating station 
near Albany; a_ 60,000-kilowatt 
addition to Plant Atkinson near 
Atlanta; and a 40,000-kilowatt ad- 
dition to Plant Arkwright near 
Macon. 

The Company’s Community De- 
velopment Division reported in- 
creased activity for the Better 
Home Towns Program throughout 
1946. More than 220 communities 
participated in the projects for 
self-improvement. 

The Company’s Industrial De- 
velopment Division reported it 
was instrumental in locating 32 
large industrial plants in Georgia 
towns, in addition to a large num- 
ber of small industries and service 
establishments.

The charge coincided with re- 
ports that Bulgaria has agreed to 
help Greek authorities arrest 
Greek bandits believed to be hid- 
ing out in Bulgaria. 

Salonika press dispatches said 
that Bulgar authorities have prom- 
ised to meet with Greek officers 
near the Greco-Bulgarian frontier 
for the purpose of arresting Greek 
guerrillas found on Bulgarian soil.

Reds Demand 
Disarmament 
Decision Now

Russia, in an unexpected move 
Saturday night, demanded action 
at once by the United Nations Se- 
curity Council on world disarma- 
ment. 

Andrei Gromyko sent. a letter to 
UNO Secretary-General Trygve Lie 
asking that next Tuesday’s agenda 
of the Council include these mat- 
ters: 

1. Drafting of “practical meas- 
ures” to implement the General 
Assembly’s resolution for univer- 
sal control and reduction of both 
armaments and armed forces, 


2. Establishment of a Council 
Commission charged with report- 
ing within three months on steps 
undertaken. 

Gromyko’s letter gave no hint as 
to Russia’s intentions when the 
Atomic Energy Commission meets 
on Monday. . 

That is when the draft report— 
which includes a ban on the veto— 
will be acted upon for submission 
to the Council. 

Gromyko’s action surprised 
American delegates and others be- 
cause he has been silent—and also 
absent—during recent Commission 
discussions. The Commission has 
been trying to reconcile the U. S. 
plan for veto-less international 
control of atomic energy with the 
General Assembly’s resolution. 

Diplomatic observers interpreted 
the Soviet letter as a tactical move 
to retain the initiative—that is, 
present Russia as the leader in 
world disarmament steps, The 
showdown will come, however, on 
the Janguage regarding the veto in 
any atomic control plan.

That is the gloomy word from Miss Ida Pruitt, former Atlantan 
who knows China from Shanghai to Canton to the Gobi Desert as 
well as she knows Peachtree Street. She reports:

$3,200 cash on the barrel head.

China today would be $3,500. 
Inflation is rampant. 


Before the war you could swap 
five Chinese dollars for one Ameri- 
can. Now, although 3,350 Chinese 
dollars equal one American, one 
America “buck” will get you some 
6,000 Chinese dollars on the black

said Miss Pruitt, who returned to

Miss Pruitt is visiting her moth- 
er, Mrs. C. W. Pruitt, 635 North 
Highland Ave., N. E. Mrs. Pruitt 
and the late Mr. C. W. Pruitt 
were Baptist missionaries in China 
for 54 years. 


40 YEARS IN CHINA 


Miss Pruitt was born in China 
and learned to speak Chinese and 
English simultaneously and equal- 
ly fluently. She received three 
years’ worth of education in At- 
lanta, but she has spent some 40 
years in China, all told. 


Miss Pruitt’s book, “A Daugh- 
ter of Han,” published last year, 
has been widely read and criti- 
cally acclaimed. It is the auto- 
biography of a Chinese woman 
and is the story of China through 
its people. 

Explaining China's terrific infla- 
tion, Miss Pruitt said it has been 
caused by the absolute dearth of 
production. | 

“There is no manufacturing,” 
she asserted, “because raw mate- 
rials were hoarded. Due to the 
lack of production, China’s whole 
economy is dependent on her agri- 
culture, which is in danger of top- 
pling because the farmer is being 
taxed to support the civil war— 
the war between the Communists 
‘and the Kuomintang forces.”

By Scrapping Rules on Fire Safety

MACON, Dec. 28—After the 
tragic Winecoff. Hotel fire in At- 
lanta where 119 lives were lost, 
fire prevention experts laid down 
ra safety rules, telling peo- 
ple what to do when they find 
themselves trapped on the upper 
floors of a burning building. 

These rules emphasized the ne- 
cessity of keeping doors and tran- 
gsoms closed, watering down the 
room and walls and awaiting res- 
cue by firemen. 

When fire swept through a wing 
of the Lanier Hotel here on Christ- 
mas Eve, all occupants of the ho- 
tel escaped by doing the very

Said not to do—rushing out into 
the hotel corridors and escaping 
Via a stairway, elevators and a 
fire escape. 

The success of this method of 
escape posed the question—how 
and why could the guests flee to 
safety in violation of the experts’ 
advice published after the Wine- 
coff fire. 

The answer is simple, however. 
In the Lanier Hotel, the guests 
were not trapped by flames roar- 
ing up from below as was:‘the case 
in the Winecoff. 

The Lanier fire broke out on 
one of the two top floors of one 
wing of the building. There were 
few guests on the top floors, and 
the wing which was swept by 
flames largely was unoccupied. 

Smoke filled the corridors on 
the upper floors, but there were 
no raging flames roaring through 
the halls of the main part of the 
hotel, as in the Winecoff. Lanier 
hotel detectives, night clerks, bell- 
hops, Macon firemen and detec- 
tives were able to race through 
the halls, pound on doors, awaken 
guests and lead them to safety. 

With the fire above them in- 
stead of below, occupants of the 
Lanier could safely negotiate the 
corridors and stairway. 

Furthermore, when the roof of 
the flaming wing caved in, it gave 
the flames and fumes an outlet at 
the top, so they did not race hori- 
zontally into the halls. 

Walls on the top floor of the 
main wing were scorched by the 
heat, but the third floor of the 
main wing was largely untouched 
by fire, suffering only smoke and

Chief Moseley said Saturday, 
however, that he believes the 
burning suitcase was merely 
dropped | by someone seeking to

The identity of the suitcase’s 
owner is said to be known be- 
cause the bag was extinguished be- 
fore it completely burned up or 
set fire to the room. 

Newsmen here and in Atlanta 
are also pondering a mysterious 
anonymous “tip” received by a 
wire service in Atlanta two days 
before the Lanier blaze, that there 
was a “big hotel fire in Macon.”

Maritime Group Accounting 
Called ‘Unsound, Chaotic’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—(/)—A report that the wartime account- 
ing of the Maritime Commission and the War Shipping Administra- 


tion was “unsound” and 


“chaotic” 


was made public Saturday by a 


member of the House Merchant Marine Committee. 


The report, sharply criticizing, 
the handling of the billion-dollar 
shipping program, was prepared 
by Marvin Coles, Committee Coun- 
sel, following extensive Commit- 
tee hearings. It will be submit- 
ted for the Committee's formal 
consideration at a meeting Thurs- 
day. 

It contains this summary: 

Accounting—The practices were 
“unsound” and the accounts “did 
not actually reflect actual fact,” 
“to jeopardize the 
financial interests of the Govern- 
ment.” While no fraud was found, 
the records were in “such a cha- 
otic state as to have made pos- 
sible serious monetary loss to the 
Government ... Many accounting 
records which reflected moneys 
owed by private companies to the 
Government had not been proc- 
essed” and “no effort had been 
made to collect these moneys.” 


Taxes — Negotiations between 
the Internal Revenue Bureau and 
subsidized ship operators have re- 
sulted in an agreement by which 
the 12 operators will pay an es- 
timated $38,000,000 in taxes. The 
report criticized the Treasury for 
“failure to have acted more

Over on McPherson Avenue in 
Southeast Atlanta, there’s a fellow 
building houses so fast he has 
had to slow down. 

Back on Claire Drive, just off 
Stewart Avenue, however, there’s 
another fellow who has some 
houses he started building last 
May and he still doesn’t know 
when he will finish them. 

Atlanta’s housing problem—a 
painfully real one as hordes of 
the city’s homeless will tell you— 
is crammed full of just such con- 
tradictions, yet somehow homes 
are being built faster than at any 
time in the City’s history. 

Builders and Government men 
will tell you that 3,800 of the 
homes started this year will be 
ready for occupancy before New 
Year’s Day, while next year, over 
5,000 new houses, more than dou- 
ble the prewar average, will break 
the back of the housing shortage. 

For the home hunter whose 
hackles rise to see scores of new 
houses almost finished but appar- 
ently abandoned, it is hard to un- 


” derstand what is holdirig things 


up. 
Here is what some of the men 
actually hammering nails or plas- 
tering walls have to say. 

Take the fellow on McPherson 
Avenue, for example. He’s build- 
ing three houses, one of which is 
almost completed. 

“I started that one four weeks 
ago,” he says, pointing to an at- 
tractive one-story dwelling. “I 
could finish up this week but I’ve 
slowed down because the man who 
bought it doesn’t want possession 
until after Jan. 1.” 

By his own account, this builder 
is pretty lucky. Some time ago, 
he did a favor for a man in the 
building supply business and since 
has not had to worry about where 
rock lath, bathtubs or other short 
articles will come from. He builds 
houses to sell and usually com- 
pletes them in about 60 days, he 
said. 

Then take the fellow down on 
Claire Drive. His houses, 30 of 
them, seem just as attractive, but 
he’s had troubles. Listen: 

“T’ve got only four carpenters 
and three brick masons—couldn’t 
find any more help. When I start- 
ed building in May, nails held us 
up. Tile, plumbing, sheetrock and 
floors are tough. Those houses 
over there, we’re just getting the 
plumbing roughed in, but fixtures 
are holding up some of the others. 

“In July, the Power Company 
came down here with poles but 
the Western Electric strike held 
up transformers. I think I’ve 
about located some now, though. 
Then the Gas Company didn’t 
have pipe and I had to scout 
around and get some myself. 

“That lady in the car there. 
She was thrown out of her home 
and is wafting for us to get a new 
one ready. Another fellow is so 
bad off he wants to put his furni- 
ture in a house that isn’t even 
near ready.” 

This man, who builds five-room 
houses, which he sells to GIs for 
$8,500, is afraid the bottom will 
drop. out of material prices some- 
time next year and leave him 
with a lot of high-priced houses 
on his hands. 

“I’m sure going to look around 
before I start anything else,” he 
said. 

From Buckhead to Decatur out 
to East Point and College Park, 
builders are bemoaning the short- 
age of plumbing fixtures. 
listen to these two men roughing 
in the plumbing in a house on 
Mortimer Place. 

“Lately, we’ve had all the sup- 
plies we needed. Of course, you 
take this elbow bend here. We 
had to make it because we couldn’t 
get it ready-made but it hasn’t 
held us up much.” 

Over on Sandstown Rd. in West 
End where houses are springing 
up like mushrooms, a contractor 
snorted at the suggestion that 
plumbing might be easy to find. 

“Well, we sure as hell aren’t 
getting it. The way I figure it, 
they may have all the plumbing 
supplies in the world but if they

Peacetime training brings other 
problems, the General explained, 
saying he has “some. distinct 
ideas” on training teen-agers. 

“Beer will not be served in the 
trainees’ PX,” he said, adding, “I 
am convinced an 18 or 19-year- 
old prefers a big chocolate soda 
to beer.” 

Marking an abrupt departure 
from Army custom is the code of 
conduct featuring the trainees’ 
own court system. Each of the 
four experimental companies will 
have its court of seven trainees. 
An officer will serve only in an 
advisory capacity to teach the 
trainees self-government and to 
protect the rights of the accused. 

The courts will try trainees ac- 
cused of such offenses as absence 
without official leave 24 hours or 
less, loitering on the job, and dis- 
orderly conduct prejudicial to the 
unit. Sentences meted by the 
courts will not include confine- 
ment. 

For serious offenses the experi- 
mental unit’s men would be sub- 
ject to the articles of war (since 
they are Regular Army men. The 
problem of dealing with such of- 
fenses in any UMT program still 
is being studied. 


NO LEAVES FOR FOUR WEEKS 

The 664 also will be governed 
by a demerit and merit system de- 
signed to instill in them a sense 
of their own responsibility to 
themselves, unit, community and 
country. Each demerit over 10 a 
month will subject the trainee to 
an hour of extra fatigue duty. 

Instructions in morals, Devine 
said, “will be entirely in the hands 
of our two chaplains.” This, too, 
will be a departure from Army 
custom. 

“Whatever they say, we’ll do,” 
added the General.

What the men do between 5 p.

They will have Wednesday 
and Saturday afternoon and Sun- 
days ofi. 

The ground forces in mapping 
the training program operated on 
the Army adage of “gettin’ thar 
fustest with the mostest” in as- 
signing instructors. To train the 
664, in four companies of the bat- 


talion, there will be 75 officers, 
three warrant officers and 482 en- 
listed cadre-instructors—‘“all hand- 
picked,” says Devine. 
The experimental unit has been 


assigned quarters in a special sec- 
tion of the post away from other 
troops. 


The unit will have its own rec- 
reation halls, barracks, mess hall, 
administrative buildings, library 
and newspaper, as well as its beer- 
less PX, but it’ still be the Army. 


Here’~ how the training will be 
divided: initial two weeks, pre- 
cycle processing and orientation; 
eight weeks of basic individual 
training; two weeks of advanced 
individual training; 13 weeks of 
specialized branch training, and 
one week, the last, deprocessing 
and travel.

What the 664 will receive here 
is the Army’s closest approxima- 
tion to planned UMT as can be 
obtained now, the officers ex- 
plained. In the branch training, 
the men will be divided among 
thes> platoons: three infantry, two 
artillery, one antiaircraft, two 
armored cavalry, one engineer, a 
signal, ordnance, quartermaster, 
medical, transportation and chem- 
ical warfare.

OKRACOKE, ISLAND, N. C., Dec. 28—In the storied land 
of Blackbeard the Pirate, 22 Atlantans this week learned the 
true meaning of a wild good chase. 

On Okracoke Island, 30 miles off the mainland of North 


Carolina, the Georgia party invaded the famous goose blinds

It was heer that Blackbeard 
whose real name was Edwar 
Teach, lost his head to Lieutenant 
Robert Maynard, of the Royal 
Navy, in 1718. 


The Georgians shot only one 
goose, but they were regaled with 
piratical lore and they saw Teach’s 
hole, where he used to rendezvous 
and calk his skull-and-bones ves- 
sel, “Queen Anne’s Avenger.” 


This is the land of storied ship- 
wrecking, when early settlers de- 
liberately lured vessels on the 
shoals and looted the ships. This 
is the land of wild pony penning 
and also of the unsolved mystery 
of the Carroll A. Deering, “ghost 
ship of the graveyard of the Atlan- 
tic.’ The wreck of the ship dis- 
appears and reappears in the shift- 
ing sands of Okracoke like the 
ghost ship that itis. The ship was 
deserted when it washed ashore. 
Food was standing in pots on the 
galley range and in plates on the 
mess table, but the crew never has 
been heard from. 

There is no mystery about the 
great honkers, of Canada, how- 
ever. A record low tide and un- 
seasonable weather is the an- 
swer. Geese can stay out in the 
deep water and feed at many 


‘ points along the wild coast. 


Actually there are thousands of 
honkers flying about and numer- 
ous brant, a small-sized edition of 
the sporty goose. Other ducks are 
scarce, though, and this is due to 


‘a freeze several years ago which 


killed the grasses on which they

Developed in Moscow 


MOSCOW, Dec. 28—(4i—The 
Soviet newspaper, Izvestia, an- 
nounced Saturday cancer is being 
detected here by the examination 
of a single drop of blood. 

The account said the method, 
perfected by A. P. Pototskaya in 
Moscow, utilized a radiation of 
ultra-violet waves of extraordinar- 
ily weak intensity. 

The announcement did not claim 
that it works in every case but 
said that in tests,on° 400 persons 
suffering from various infections 
this “simple, easy’’ method proved 
positive.

Peanut Market 
Quiet During Week 


Very little peanut trading went 
on in the Georgia-Florida-Alabama 
section of the belt during the past 
week, according to the weekly 
peanut review of the Production 
and Marketing Administration. 

The market was generally quiet, 
although offerings of shelled goods 
showed some increase. 

Sales at shipping points in the 
area were as follows: U. S. num- 
ber one Spanish, shelled, 15 to 
15 1-4 cents a pound; with run- 
ners at mostly 14 3-4 to 15 cents. 
Most number two grade peanuts 
moved to crushers. 

Further up the country, in the 
Virginia-North Carolina section, 
weather was ideal for threshing, 
and around 95 percent of the crop 
is estimated to have been picked.

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Rex Tugwell's 
Tedious Report 


THE STRICKEN LAND, by Rex- 
ford G. Tugwell. Doubleday. 704 
pp. $4.50. 

On a hot September day in 1941 
a handsome man in tropical whites 
stood at attention for more than 
two hours before the Capitol in 
San Juan. The man was Rexford 
G. Tugwell, the occasion his inau- 
guration as Governor of Puerto 
Rico. 

Exhausted by the long military 
parade and wishing for nothing 
more than a tall cold drink, the 
new Governor was startled out of 
his boredom by the appearance of 
a great throng of workingmen and 
field-laborers. Ragged, barefoot, 
carrying the hoes of the sugar 
plantations, thousands jammed the 
Avenue from curb to curb, with- 
out music or order, shouting and 
waving. On the banners they car- 
ried was written, “Tugwell will 
do for us what Roosevelt did for 
America.” 

A Puerto Rican New Deal— 
that was what the e.:-brain trust- 
er meant to the common people 
of the little island. And for five 
years that was what he fought 
to give them, battling monopolists 


_and special interests and at home 
'bureaucrats and anti-New Deal- 


ers. 
Tugwell found two-thirds of the 


ter undrinkable—“‘make it so I 
can have a drink next time I 
come to Puerto Rico,” FDR told 
him. He found a right side of 
the railroad tracks with semi- 
palaces and gorgeous gardens; 
bougainvillea, coralita, hibiscus 
and oleander. He found a badly 
organized labor movement and 
and undisciplined community. 

But he also found a friend and 
aide in the poet-statesman, Luis 
Munoz Marin, leader of the Popu- 
lares. Together they labored and 
battled and bore the opposition’s 
abuse, and when Tugwell resigned 
in 1946 he could report finances 
in order, a reformed civil service 
and budget and such institutions 
as the Planning Board and the 
Development Companies and 
Bank. 

Tugwell has written a bitter 
book. Much of it rehashes old at- 
tacks. His career was once de- 
scribed as an unprecedented rise 
to unpopularity and in Puerto 
Rico he rose to new heights. 
More in sorrow than in anger, he 
tells how he was crossed by his 
enemies and double-crossed by 
his friends. 

Even the President and Harold 
Ickes, to whom he was respon- 
sible, occasionally snubbed him. 
Both the Senate and the House 
sent investigators to check up on 
him. And he was cruelly and in- 
excusably attacked by both the 
island and U, S. press. 

Unfortunately “The Stricken 
Land” is also a badly written 
book. The prose is as dense as a 
tropical jungle. Didactic digres- 
sions add to the confusion. No 
chapter headings are provided to 
guide the reader through the for- 
est of unorganized material. The 
effect is that of an expanded 
journal, written chronologically 
and jumping from topic to topic. 

So the story that only Tugwell 
can tell is like a treasure locked 
up in a chest, with the author 
and the experts holding the keys. 
Sometimes the drama _ shines 
through—and drama there is in 
this record of a brave man gal- 
lantly fighting for the welfare of 
a neglected people. But the aver- 
age reader after forcing his way 
through half a dozen chapters 
will feel sorrier for himself than 
for stricken Puerto Rieo.

A handsomely gotten-up book of 
more than passing interest to mu- 
sic lovers is Music and Musicians 
(Pantheon, $3.75). It is a collec- 
tion of Robert Schumann’s writ- 
ings culled from his letters and 
journals by Konrad Wolff and 
translated by Paul Rosenfield. The 
book consists of criticisms, aphor- 
isms, surveys and observations by 
that rarity among composers, a Ca- 
pable critic. The Biedermeyer ro- 
mantic is never blind to the faylts 
even of his idols, Bach and Bee- 
thoven. He discovers Chopin and 
Brahms while the world still re- 
jects them. He is eloquent in his 
scorn for Meyerbeer and the Bel- 
lini School. Schumann the writer 
was as original and spontaneous 
as the composer. 


The Concert Band, by Richard 
Franko Goodman (Rinehart, $3), 
tells the history of the band, how 
it came to be what it is today and 
how it is living up to the oppor- 
tunities of its field. The author 
is the son of Edwin Franko Gold- 
man and associate conductor of 
the famous Goldman Band. 


Operas and Musical Comedies, 
by J. Walker McSpadden (Crow- 
ell, $3.50), is a down-to-the-minute 
revision of earlier and light opera 
plot synopses by the same com- 
poser. It covers more than 350 
works from Gluck’s Orpheus to 
such contemporaries as “Okla- 
homa” and “Carousel.” The edi- 
tor includes an informed commen- 
tary to introduce each period or 
national school and each com- 
poser. ..«. 


Hoagy Carmichael, composer of 
“Stardust,” has jotted down some 
reminiscences of his youth at In- 
diana University, when he thought 
he was preparing for a career at 
law, but actually was developing 
into one of the big names in the 
age of jazz music. Carmichael 
writes as he plays, by ear. His 
story is sketchy, impressionistic, a 
jam-session in prose, but with too 
much vamping between the high- 
spots.

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Encouraging Russian News 


Not merely was the work of the United 
Nations’ conference, recently concluded in 
New York, encouraging, but good news 
continues to follow. 


The Russians are reported in excellent 
mood, regarding their prestige in interna- 
tional affairs as higher than ever before 
in the nation’s history. This undoubtedly 
is true, just as it is true the Soviet empire 
is, for the first time, a real world power. 


This “good feeling” has produced an 
optimistic statement from Moscow with 
regard to the critical problem of a Ger- 
man settlement. 


The economy of Europe cannot really 
recover until the German economy is re- 
stored. The Russians are believed to favor 
a strictly controlled Ruhr which would 
be capable of producing manufactured 
goods, including iron and steel, for all 
four zones in Germany. This is generally 
what all the allied nations have been in- 
sisting upon and there now seems no good 
reason why it cannot become the basis of 
agreement. France has wanted a larger 
share, but can hardly stand against the 
other three should they reach agreement. 


As has been expected, the Russians are 
touchy about Lend-Lease, of which they 
got 23 per cent of the total amount sent 
to allied. nations by the United States. 
(Britain got 65 per cent.) One Russian 
news commentator recently said, “Why, 
that is like asking a man to reward you 
after he has been seriously wounded in 
saving your life.” The United States is 
asking for payment only on those goods 
such as trucks, railway and highway 
equipment which can be used in peace- 
time. 

The Russians, who lost at least 7,000,- 
000 persons, do not think there should be 
any request for payment. The fact they 
suffered most from German invasion and 
occupation, also makes them sensitive to 
any demand for payment for war goods 
used. 

Nevertheless, the outlook continues en- 
couraging. While those who expect 
Utopia continue to be disappointed, the 
fact remains that international co-opera- 
tion after World War II has been greatly 
superior to that after World War I when 
the United States failed to participate in 
any degree. 


Tariff and the Agriculturists 


After the War Between the States the 
Republicans, with a stacked Supreme 
Court, were in office for two decades and 
perfected an alliance between the finan- 
cial and industrial interests of the East 
and Western agriculture. The South 
chose cotton for the simple reason it had 
a monopoly-on cotton and wanted a free 
world market in which to exploit it. 

Since that time two Southerners, Oscar 
Underwood and Cordell Hull, have sought 
to change the national tariff concepts and 
to break the alliance which has kept the 
South a colony in the national economy. 


Now come the Southern agricultural 
commissioners speaking for the strength- 
ening of the alliance between the East and 
Western industry and agriculture through 
more tariff protection. We doubt if they 
spoke for the people. 

If so, may we join others in asking 
them this simple question, which Wood- 
row Wilson asked long ago at the time 
the iniquitous Hawley-Smoot tariff act 
was proposed— 

“What will the other nations use for 
money to buy our goods if we are unwill- 
ing to buy anything from them?” 


A Margarine Tax Eliminated 


In Pennsylvania, a State court has ruled 
unconstitutional a 45-year-old statute pro- 
viding for an annual license of $500 and 
$1.000 on retailers and wholesalers, re- 
spectively, of oleomargarine. 


Thus has ended a_ discrimination 
against the product which has endured— 
a protective tariff for butter producers— 
since 1901. 


“Farm and dairy organizations lobbied 
the law through,” recalls The Philadelphia 
Record. “Their reason was obvious. Oleo- 
margarine was a substitute for butter. 
The license fee was high enough to dis- 
courage many stores from handling it. 
But many times since the law was passed 
the farm and dairy industry could not sup- 
ply enough butter. Still the license fees 
have been collected and the sale of oleo- 
margarine kept at a minimum.”

Unfortunately, the Pennsylvania 


cense is not the only State margarine tariff 
which, as the court found, is “unreason- 
able, confiscatory and discriminatory, and 
constitutes an illegal restraint of trade.” 
Other States, have them, too. And, too 
frequently, they have not been subjected 
to sufficient judicial scrutiny. 

Still, the sale of margarine is growing. 
Its acceptance has become almost univer- 
sal since butter, released of OPA controls, 
sky-rocketed in price. And more and 
more housewives are rebelling at the un- 
reasonable taxes which aim at hampering 
its sale and the onerous job of coloring 
it at home, another nuisance perpetrated 
by the butter bloc.

Own. 

And, unless we miss our guess, public 
pressure will now be resulting in the abo- 
lition of more and more of the discrimina- 
tory handicaps placed upon its sale.

As there is but one party in the dominantly Democratic 
States, and as there is no opposition party, there normally would 
be but one nominee. .. . Also, if there were an opposition party, 
a Democratic Legislature would not elect a Republican even 
though there be two of them and they with the next highest num- 
ber of votes. ... 

Confusion is inevitable. 


The only explanation seems to be that the framers of the new 
Constitution were in a hurry or that the Committee in charge of 
this particular section was guilty of an oversight. 


There isn’t any getting around the fact it is there. 


It constitutes the basis of the effort to elect Herman Talmadge 
to substitute for his Governor-Elect father, whose death occurred 
a few days before Christmas. A great many excellent legal minds 
think the Legislature cannot do else than carry out this section 
of the Constitution. 


The explanation of why it is there is simple. 


It was a part of the old Constitution, in effect since the restora- 
tion of constitutional government. In fact, this portion of it is 
older than that, having been taken over from the Constitution in 
effect well before the War Between the States. 


: It was written to care for the election of a Governor by the 
Legislature in the days when the people were not allowed to vote 
for the Chief Executive. They elected their representatives and 
they, in turn, speaking for the people, elected the Governor. Al- 
most every faction put forth a candidate with the result that as 
many as four or five candidates became not an unusual] total. The 
constitutional provision took care of that situation. 


But, it now has been carried over in a new Constitution and 
there certainly is ground for belief that the framers of the Con- 
stitution, and the Legislature which .accepted it and the people 
who voted for it, meant for it to apply to present-day problems— 
or it would not have been included. The Constitution is a new one, 
adopted only a brief time ago. The fact that it may have been 
left in through oversight or careless revision does not alter the 
fact of its presence. It is there. As a lot of persons have dis- 


covered. 
Puzzles One puzzle was solved yesterday. While there had 

been loud cries for the legislators to rally behind the 
Lieutenant Governor, he himself had said he would conduct no 
campaign. 

Yesterday he did make a campaign. It was brief, consisting of

Courts It is a tangled legal skein, no matter how one views it. 
The Supreme Court is made up of seven members; Four 

of them were originally appointed by the incumbent Governor, Ellis 

Arnall. Some since have been elected for the terms they now hold. 


If Arnall files, or there is filed in his name, a contest against the 
election of Herman Talmadge by the Legislature, when and if that 
becomes a fact, it is possible the four members of the court ap- 
pointed by the incumbent Governor will declare themselves ineligi- 
ble to participate in the deliberations. 

There -is certainly a possibility the court may declare that it has 
no jurisdiction, that the matter is a legislative one and not one for 
the judiciary. This is not now considered a probable decision, but 
it is at least a real possibility. There are certainly sections of the 
code which declare the judiciary shall not, under Quo Warranto 
(By Whose Authority) provisions, go into the matter of who shall 
be the Governor of the State. This provision goes well back into 
the beginnings of common law which found the Legislature, or rep- 
resentative bodies, to be next to the people themselves in that they 
are the chosen representatives. 

Should the Legislature elect Herman Talmadge, it would not, it 
is assumed, call in any judge to administer the oath. That can be 
done through a mere Justice of the Peace. 

Meanwhile, while the weight of opinion among lawyers willing 
to express opinions is that the courts will not sustain the Talmadge 
election, if it comes about, many substantial attorneys, neverthe- 
less, go along with the right of the Legislature to elect. And 
others insist as emphatically the courts won’t act. The law is not 
an exact science.

Portal-to-Portal Implications 


WASHINGTON—If more were needed to cause the new Con- 
gress to move drastically to take the leftover New Deal bureaucrats 
and judges out of the nation’s hair, it is the welter of law suits 
brewed by the United States Supreme Court's 5-to-2 Mt. Clemens 
(Mich.) pottery decision.

Earlier the high court had ruled that working time (in the mean- 
ing of the Wages and Hours Act) as applied to iron and coal mines 
embraced all time spent underground—John L. Lewis’ portal-to- 
portal triumph, which netted his coal workers a raise of about 


$2 a day. 

Mt Clemens And when employees of the small Mt. Clemens 
. Pottery Plant invoked this same principle in a 

suit for back wages, the Supreme Court handed down ‘a decision 

which seemed to call for comparable allowances for virtually all 

factory employees in the country. 


In the dissenting opinion of himself agd Justice Felix Frank- 
further, Justice Harold Burton said that to justify the Court’s dect- 
sion “it is necessary to hold that Congress, in using the word “work 
day,’ meant to give that word a statutory meaning different from 
its commonly understood reference to the working hours between 
‘starting’ and ‘quitting’ time—or from ‘whistle to whistle’.” 


There was no evidence whatever, Burton said, that Congress 
intended so “‘to redefine this common term and to set aside long- 
established contracts or customs, which had absorbed in the rate 
of pay of the respective jobs, recognition of whatever preliminary 
activities might be required of the worker, ... For example, if the 
plant be one located at an inconvenient place, or if the workers 
have to change into working clothes at the plant, or have to grease 
or tape their arms before going to work, these are items peculiar 
to the job, and compensation for them easily can be made in the 
rate of pay per hour, per week or per piece, and all special stop- 
watch recordings of them eliminated.” 


Burton warned that the Court's edict did not stop with big indus 
tries “where activities may be formalized and easily measured on 
a split-second basis,” but also to “hundreds of thousands of small 
businesses. Where the recording of occasional minutes of 
preliminary activities and walking time would be highly imprac- 
tical,” and would “lead to innumerable unnecessary controversies 
between employers and employees.” 


The Mt. Clemens company certainly would have 
Interstate? been classified as intrastate—and therefore outside 
the range of Federal interference in its work-a-day affairs—up until 
10 years ago, when the Supreme Court stretched the “interstate” 
clause of the Constitution so as to apply to virtually all manu- 
facturing. 


The total payroll of the company sometimes numbered 1,200, 
but only about 200 workers passed the time clock—going to or com- 
ing from work—at any one time. Workers were supposed to check 
in on the even hour. But because only 25 could pass the time clock 
per minute, they were asked to arrive 14 minutes ahead of time. 
Some of them did, but most didn't. After entering the plant, the 
workers walked to their jobs, distances varying from 130 to 890 
feet—the estimated walking time ranging from 30 seconds to 
three minutes. 


Boiled down, the question was whether the employees were 
delayed, getting in and out, so as to make their stay in the plant 
longer than the scheduled “work day.” A special master appointed 
to find out thought not, and, anyhow, he said, there was no accu- 
rate way to compute the past extra time even if it existed. 

A U. S. District Court Judge, however, found by some rule of 
thumb that the workers were entitled to pay for an additional 12 
minutes per day. The Court of Appeals reversed this decision, 
holding that the master was right. 

Now the Supreme Court upsets the Court of Appeals, bu 
fuses to say whether the District Judge was right in his computa- 
tion of hours. 

The case is sent back to be started all over again—and, as it 
looks, a few thousand other court actions—involving billions in 
claimed wages—are to start at the same time unless Congress heads 
them off.

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The Toymakers Keep 
Pace With the Times

— I ,.ote with awe how well the toymakers have 
ie A> answered the challenge of the atomic age. The 
coos * old-fashioned cap pistol, for instance, is no longer 
content to look like a cap pistol, nor to derive its noise-making 
qualities from little blobs of black powder glued between two 
thin strips of paper. It now is an atomic pistol. You put a cigarette 
lighter flint in it (said flint being referred to in the directions for 
loading as “the fissionable material”) and the flint, sparkling behind 
a shield of some colored plastic, gives a fairly accurate reproduction 
in miniature of the glare of the atomic bomb over Bikini. Thus the 
bomb becwmes, in make-believe, if not in fact, a component of a 
child's toy, and the younger generation will grow up wondering 
what we older folk, who saw it born and looked upon it with awe 
and terror, got so excited about. 


The principle of the jet engine also has been adapted 
Jet Stuff to the propulsion of boats to be sailed in the bathtub. 
You merely pour four tablespoonfuls of vinegar in the boat's tank, 
add a pinch of baking soda, and the escape of the resulting gases 
from a pinhole in the stern’ causes the boat to move through the 
water. It doesn’t move as fast, nor propel itself as long, as the boats 
that have a propeller turned by a windup spring, but no modern 
child would think of fooling with an old-fashioned boat when the 
jet jobs are available. 

I do not know whether I approve of adapting these new things 
to children’s toys or not. I had rather that my children, and all 
children everywhere, should continue to think of the atomic bomb 
as something awesome anc terrible, and I believe it may be a mis- 
take to make of it something familiar. They might, as they grow 
older, find themselves contemplating its use against others without 
revulsion, or against themselves without terror. They might be a 
little more willing to use it than if it had been kept,.in the public

LONDON—Just below London Bridge, within a

Quite a Year 
In Georgia Politics 


One of the most hectic years in Georgia’s po- 
litical history is ending just as it begun, with the 
State wondering who will be its next Governor. 
elected and died before taking office. Negroes 
voted in the Democratic “white” primary and became an issue in 
a bitter gubernatorial race. A Negro announced for coroner of 
Fulton county, but withdrew and entered an institution. A woman 
was elected to Congress on a popular vote and later defeated 
when the system of election was changed to county unit votes—and 
she is now contesting the election in Congress. The two most 
powerful city political machines weré knocked from power. Three 
Congressmen were defeatéd. The State pushed its fight against 
freight rate conspiracy in the United States Supreme Court. It 
battled the Ku Klux Klan and Columbians, despite death threats 
to Gov. Arnall and Assistant Attorney General Dan Duke. Teach- 
ers received a twelfth-month salary and had their pay increased 50 
percent. Farmers got a tax refund on gasoline used in tractors, 
The biggest road building program in history was launched. A 
million dollar building program for welfare and educational insti- 
tutions was underway. The 2,500-bed Battey Hospital was obtained 
free from the Federal Government, and tubercular patients from 
the 500-bed Alto Sanatorium were moved in. An honor camp was 
established at Battey for juvenile prisoners. The State was debt 
free for the first time in more than a century. Veterans, home 
from war, éntered politics; many are coming to the Legislature. 
And Gov. Arnall added to his national fame by publishing a book, 
“The Shore Dimly Seen.” 


. In a 15-day “holdover” session, the Gen- 
The Governorship {7,7 Asserbly failed to lift the ban on 


Gov. Arnall succeeding himself. DeLacey Allen and Hoke Willis 
were announced candidates for Governor, but later withdrew. 
Marvin Griffin announced for Governor, changed later to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor’s race and ran second. Feelers were sent up by 
many potential candidates. The Federal courts ruled the Negro 
could vote in primaries, Roy Harris made a futile effort to con- 
vene the Legislature in special session to get around this decision; 
Gov. Arnall successfully resisted this. Jimmie Carmichael, former 
Gov. Talmadge, former Gov. Rivers, and Hoke O’Kelly qualified 
as the four candidates for Governor—Talmadge emphasizing preser- 
vation of the white primary and all promising to continue the teach- 
ers’ pay raise and expand State services. Harris backed Talmadge; 
DeLacey Allen supported Carmichael. Talmadge was elected on 
the county unit system, although he failed to poll as many popular 
votes as Carmichael. Promising to fire Welfare Director A. J. 
Hartley, whose poll predicted Carmichael would win, Talmadge de- 
feated in the general election a proposal to create a constitutional 
welfare department. Meanwhile, Dr. Cullen Gosnell of Emory Uni- 
versity made a futile challenge in the United States Supreme Court 
of the Georgia county unit system. 

Gov.-Elect Talmadge suffered a stomach ailment, was unable to 
attend the State Democratic Convention, and died weeks later, on 
Dec. 21, in an Atlanta hospital. Thousands viewed his body as it 
lay in state at the capitol, and thousands attended the funeral at 
McRae. The death of this man (the second ever to win the Govern- 
orship four times) left the State debating who should take his seat 
in the Governor’s chair: his son, Herman, who received “write-in 
votes in the general election, or the Lt. Gov.-Elect M. E. Thompson. 


; ’ . Robert Ramspeck resigned. 
Congressional Shifts Mie. Helen Douglas Mankin beat 19 
men, nosing out Tom Camp, to fill the unexpired term. In *‘prepara- 
tion for the new term, the Ramspeck-appointed committee changed 
the system of elections from popular vote to county unit. Object- 
ing, Mrs. Mankin named her own committee which retained the 
popular vote basis. In the Democratic primary, Judge James Davis 
won on the county unit plan and Mrs, Mankin won on the popular 
vote plan. The outgoing State Democratic Committee put both 
names on the general election ballot as Democratic nominees. The 
incoming State Democratic Convention knocked Mrs. Mankin off. 
Attorney General Eugene Cook and Secretary of State Ben Fortson 
refused to eliminate her name (on the grounds it was too late to 
change the ballot), until the qourts ruled it off. As a write-in” 
candidate, Mrs. Mankin received thousands of votes, but Davis 
votes outnumbered hers. At present, Mrs. Mankin is protesting the 
election in Congress. 

Other congressional changes saw Henderson Lanham defeat Rep. 
Malcolm Tarver, Prince Preston nosed out Rep. Hugh Peterson, and 
Don Wheeler upset Rep. John Gibson. 

Equally as confusing as the Mankin-Davis row was the case of 

Savannah solicitorship. Nominated for a new term, Sol. 
Samuel Cann resigned. Andrew Ryan and Columbus Alexander 
became candidates. The State Democratic Convention ordered 
ordinaries to list Alexander as the Democratic nominee, but Cook 
and Fortson ruled it was too late to change the ballot. In a “write- 
in” battle, Ryan carried Chatham County and received the most 
votes “to fill the unexpired term of Cann,” while Alexander had 
the’ most Statewide votes “for solicitor” with no term specified. 
Gov. Arnall commissioned Ryan, and a court fight is now in prog- 


ress. 
: : Rulers of Richmond County for one- 
Machines Bite Dust quarter century, the powerful Augusta 
Crackers were defeated by a new party, the Independents, in the 
political surprise of the year. Bill Morris ousted House Speaker 
Roy Harris as Representative. Following this trend, “The Party,” 
powerful political machine which ruled Chatham County for many 
vears, was beaten by a new group, the Citizens Progressive League. 
While not in machine counties, the incumbents in Fulton and Glynn 
Counties were swept from office as they sought re-election. 

New faces appeared at the State Capitol. Dr. Baymond Paty, 
University of Alabama president, will become chancellor of the Uni- 
versity System of Georgia next week, succeeding the late Chancel- 
lor S. V. Sanford. Secretary of State John B. Wilson and Comp- 
troller General Homer Parker died. Ben Fortson replaced Wilson 
and was elected for the new term. Bill Mitchell filled Parker’s un- 
expired term, and Zack Cravey was elected for the new one. All 
other Statehouse officers were re-elected. 

There were two trials during the year. The Veterans Service 
Board exonerated Director Arthur Cheatham of charges of playing 
politics. The Merit Board upheld Labor Commissioner Ben Huiet's 
firing of Terry Busbee for inefficiency, but censored Huiet for rais- 
ing the pay of a man he knew to be inefficient.

FURTHERMORE, what happens 
in a Southern State is of more 
than curious interest elsewhere. 

Bilbo, for example, hag his 
influence on people everywhere in 
the United States as a member of 
the Senate. He votes and speaks 
on issues that affect them directly. 
Notorious examples were his long- 
winded filibustering on the anti- 
poll tax and FEPC measures. 

The Senate, under the Constitu- 
tion, is the judge of its own meme 
bers, and this is a trust that the 
people expect to be kept. It is 


doubtful that they will be satisfied 


with any stretching of the “State 
rights” issue which seems to be 
the intention of some Southerners.

T 37, Jacqueline (Jackie) Cochran still has 

a lot more to exact from a life already 
bulging with achievements, but she’s 
through with speed flying. When she stepped 
from her plane after finishing second recently 
in the Bendix Transcontinental Derby with a 
gusty 420.829 miles an hour, she announced flatly: 
“I'm getting too old for this. I'm going to quit.” 
Fer a woman who looks ten years younger 


than her age, that was quite an admission, but _ 


Jackie probably just feels old because she’s 
packed so much into a comparatively few years. 
It's all been done the hard way, too. Even today, 
as the wife of one of the nation’s great financiers, 
she asks no favors. When she could be languidly 
ornamenting a drawing room, she’s worrying 
constantly about her cosmetics business, her date 
farm in California, her sheep ranch in Arizona. 

Jackie became an ¢rphan when she was four 
years old, which undoubtedly accounts for her 
interest in an orphans’ home she built with her 
own funds near Palm Springs, Calif. She left 
her native Pensacola, Fla., and went to live with 
a family in Columbus, Ga: The family wasn’t 
very well off, and when she was 11 Jackie was an 
errand girl in a beauty shop at $1.50 a week, plus 
room and board. A customer tried to sympathize. 

“Forget it,” Jackie said. “Before I'm your 
age, I'll amount to something.” 

By the time she was 13 Jackie was a full- 
fledged beautician. At 14 she had saved enough 
money to take a course in nursing. She became 
a graduate nurse but decided she liked the beauty 
business better. She started saving again and 
when she was 19 she went back to Pensacola and 
bought a half-interest in a beauty shop. 

Mensacola was too smal! for her, so she sold 
out, moved to New York and worked in a depart- 
ment store. She quit to become a model. On 
her second trip in an airplane, she decided she 
could make a better landing than the pilot. She 
had a three-week vacation coming. 

“I think Ill learn to fly during my wecntsem, 
she announced. 

A friend offered to wager $200 that she 
couldn't get her license in that time. She took 
the bet and made the grade in two weeks and a 
half. Then she plunged into flying as she had 
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plunged into everything else. She established 
a dozen speed and altitude reconds, became the 
first woman to negotiate a blind landing, the first 
to fly a bomber across the Atlantic. 

At an airfield she met Floyd B. Odlum, who, 
like Jackie, had acquired the habit of making his 
dreams come true. He was the son of a Michigan 
Methodist -minister and went to New York in 
1917 as a law clerk. By 1920 he was vice. 
president of Electric Bond and Share and in 1929 
he feunded the Atlas Corporation. 

It was a period when Wall Street necks were 
being stuck out in every direction. When the 
crash came Odlum had the Atlas assets in cash 
and solid securities. During the next five years 
he raised them from $14,000,000 to more than 
$100,000,000. 

Jackie and Odlum were married secretly in 
1936. When the news leaked out, she went on 
with her work as if nothing had happened. Odlum,

and spent long hours helping his wife 
competitive flights. 

Jackie made flying pay off in prizes 
for her Bendix victory in 1938; $6.500 for the last 
one) and in other dividends, too. She merged 
aviation and beautification in “Wings to Beauty, 
a cosmetics enterprise with a chain of shops 
across the continent. 

Not all her exploits have been successful. Her 
greatest disappointment was the 11,300-mile race 
from London to Melbourne. She had established 
refueling bases at Bagdad and at Darwin, North 
Australia, and had two planes ready for the 
flight. One of them broke down before the take 
off. The other cracked up after limping along 
for 1,300 miles. 

Fiying from Kansas City to Co! 
her Northrup racer caught fire at 
Jackie landed it in a cross-wind at [Indianapolis 
with the flames shooting out behind the plane. 
As airport attendants came rushing up with fire 
extinguishers, she stepped out calmiy, having 

waited to retrieve her purse because it contained 
her lipstick. Odlum was so alarmed that he in 
advertently reveaied they were married. 

Their home life is exceptionally quiet for two 
such dynamic people. Ojiten they stay up until 
1 A. M. playing backgammon. Sometimes he 
sketches while she dabbles with oils. 

She likes tatting and crocheting, and she 
to do needlepoint while she was piloting her 
plane. Her husband made her » that up, but 
some of her on-the-fly creations still decorate 
their Manhattan apartment. 

As America’s outstanding woman flier, 
was able to convince the War Department that 
women “could be invaluable in the air in war 
time.

sold the wonder house to Barbara for $75,000. 

“T heard of this place in the heart of the Cas- 
bah,” she says, “and every childhood dream I 
ever had of living in an Arab palace came back 
to me.”

HE doctor removed the bandages. He stepped 

back and joined the other doctors and nurses 

gathered in a semi-circle about five-year-old 
Tony Upton in his hospital bed. They all smiled 
at him and nodded their heads encouragingly. 
“Hello, Tony,” they said. 

These were the first people Tony Upton had 
ever seen, and he wondered if he knew them. 
He did not recognize their voices. They were 
not at all as he had visualized the human: race, 
in their starched white uniforms and white caps. 
He smiled back tentatively. He said hello. 

Then his eyes began to wander, to drink in 
the wondrous mysteries of the room—-the light 
streaming through the windows, the toy animals 
on the dresser, the flowers in a vase. He knew 
none of these strange things by name, but their 
visual impact get him to trembling. 

A young woman came in the room. She had 
blond, shiny hair, and .red lips and blue eyes, 
though he did not think of these by name, either. 
She was crying and trying not to cry at the same 
time. She took him in her arms. “Tony... 
Tony!” she said. ‘Then he knew! That voice! 
This was mummy! He began to shake all over 
and a laugh came up fast in his throat. She 
held him off and looked at him and he wriggled 
in happiness. He turned to the white gowned 
assemblage. He compared them, the first per- 
sons he had ever seen, with the radiant creature 
before him. He said solemnly: “You’re pretty!” 
This was Tony’s first judgment of beauty. 

Another woman entered. She was smiling. 
She was older than mummy. Tony wondered who 
she was. When she spoke he knew. He jumped 
with excitement and called “Grandma! Grandma!” 
Miraculously, grandma was no longer just a 
voice. She was something he could drink in with 
his eyes. 

Thus did Tony Upton, blind since birth, enter 
the land of the seeing. 

Cataracts, usually an affliction of the aged,

made Tony blind. They cloud the lens of the 
eyes, preventing light from entering. Tony had 
them when he was born. 

Just about the time Mrs. Ella Mae Upton of 
Cincinnati, O., realized her baby could not see, 
Tony’s father was stricken with a fatal illness. 
The widowed Mrs. Upton went to work, leaving 
Tony in care of his grandmother. 

In his world of darkness Tony was naturally 
Slow to learn. He learned to walk by hanging 
to the edge of his playpen and traveling around 
and around. Brightly-colored toys or those that 
moved meant nothing to him. But listening to 
his mother or grandmother read “The Three 
Bears” was a rare treat. He listened to the fairy 
tale raptly three and four times a day. He lived 
by sound and the feel of hands. 

With the removal of the cataracts recently at 
Cincinnati Children’s Hospital, there began for 
Tony the slow, yet exciting, adaptation to visual 
recognition. 

Most of us, blessed with good eyes, assume 
that we instinctively know certain things from 
birth. Cases like Tony’s, where acquisition of a 
sense comes suddenly after years of deprivation, 
prove that things we “just naturally know” have 
been slowly acquired through experience. 

Tony was given color books and crayons. At 
first he colored all the pictures red, partly because 
he liked red, partly because he hadn't noticed 
that different objects have different colors. He 
also smeared color over the edge of the pictures. 
Within a few weeks he had remedied these errors. 

His bubble pipe, the first real toy he’d ever had, 
helped him to learn about distances. He shrieked 
with delight as the bubbles approached him or 
floated away. He was amazed that things he saw 
moved about, just as a voice. Right after the oper- 
ation he tried to reach.for objects yards awa 

He was fascinated with the works of an alarm 
clock. He started and stopped the wheels over 
and over again, staring absorbedly at their move- 
ment. He took a flashlight apart to find where 
the light came from. Sounds he knows. Move- 
ment, color, form intrigue him. But he’s learning 


fast and it won’t be long before he’s as normal 
as the boy down the block. 

About the same time Tony entered the hos- 
pital, little four-year-old Iva Mae Fitzwater of 
Lizemores, a coal mining settlement in central 
West Virginia, went into St. Francis Hospital, 
Charleston, W. Va. Like Tony, she had_ had 
cataracts since birth and was totally blind. 

Her parents had not realized this fact until 
they took her to a traveling clinic for crippled 
children. They had thought her crippled because 
she had trouble walking, attributable, as they 
now Know, to her lack of sight. 

Surrounded with new voices and new noises 
in the hospital, the child was terrified. She 
would try to climb out of her crib when ap- 
proached. She would scream at the sound of the 
voices of the kindly Catholic sisters who ran the 
children’s department. Through patient and 
gentle. ministrations they finally calmed their 
little patient. 

With the first operation on the cataracts, 
which partially restored her sight, Iva Mae lost 
her fear of people. The new world of sight 
started her eager mind working full blast. She 
asked hundreds of questions. “What is that?” 
sne inquired about everything within range of 
touch or sight. She remembered all the answers, 
did not ask the same question twice. 

In her blind world all food was “beans.” It 
Stayed “beans” when she could see. The nurses 
nicknamed her “Beanie.” Before the operation 
she had been afraid to walk. Her thin legs were 
covered with bruises from bumping into things. 
Afterwards she walked confidently. She insisted 
on feeding herself. Gradually she learned the 
names of foods. 

And how she loved the dolls and the pretty 
new frocks and slippers the sisters gave her! 

Tony and Iva Mae found light where darkness 
had reigned. There are many children like them 
in the country whose sight can be saved as easily. 
Congenital cataracts present no insuperable ob- 
stacle. Many surgeons are skilled in removing 
them.

From the South Preached Riley's 

Funeral Sermon in the Back Room of a Saloon. 
It Was the Best Saloon in Town, Though.

VERY frustrated wage-slave who blows the 

month’s rent on sure things that fold up in 

the stretch nourishes his fading hopes on 
the secret conviction that he’ll wind up a second 
tiley Grannan. He will, too, but not in the 
manner he thinks. The legends which have grown 
up around this horse players’ hero stress the 
number of times Grannan broke the books but 
soft-pedal the unpleasant fact that where the 
bookies got Riley was in the end. Anyone who 
wants to be a second Riley Grannan is begging 
for a final exit from the back room of a mining 
camp saloon in a coffin paid for by friends, 
wafted to eternity on the winged words of an 
unfrocked clergyman. 

Riley Grannan’s grave is one of the landmarks 
of Paris, Ky., the little town with the big name 
that gave him birth, although he did nothing 
for it except to give it a wide berth as soon as 
he had reached the age of reason and discovered 
Cincinnati was on the map. There, as a bellboy 
in one of the big hotels, Riley learned about tips. 
Had he stuck to the tips with which guests 
scratched his itching young palms, Riley Grannan 
might have wound up as a respectable hotel man- 
ager unknown to fame but recognized at the 
tellers’ window. That was probably asking too 
much of a Hardboot Kid in a horse-happy town. 
It was as inevitable that Riley should start play- 
ing the races as that he would don long trousers 
upon reaching Cincinnati and man’s estate, simul- 
taneously. In the boisterous ‘80s the town had 
even more stud games, wheels and crap-shooting

parlors than beer gardens which, jn that larger 
irrigated metropolis, adds up to pjenty of gam- 
bling joints. Riley sampled them all. 

Among those whose acquaintance the person- 
able young Kentucky boy struck up at the hotel 
where he hopped bells was a man named.Charles 
3otay. Whatever benefits or banes accrue from 
the tabulated racing results Known as the form 
chart can be traced back to Mr. Botay’s inven 
tive mind. Botay originated the chart for private 
circulation among big-time operators and book 
makers. For a fee of $10 a day, he would supply 
the form chart of the previous day’s races. 

Betting with Botay’s “figures” was better than 
playing hunches and stabbing wildly, Grannan 
tound, but that didn’t deter the reckless young 
gambler from following his wild impulses to 
plunge on tips and hunches. Botay as an influ- 
-nce on Grannan became passe when young Ruey 
won the confidence of a prominent trainer named 
byron McClelland. ‘This horseman thought so 
much of the lad that he engaged him as his 
betting commissioner. Now, Riley was in a spot 
to get authentic feedbox information. But the 
gambling virus was so strong in his blood that 
he wasn't satisfied just playing the “safe” horses 
the trainer gave him. If he won a wad on 
McClelland’s tips, he would shoot the roll on the 
miscalculations and hallucinations of a tramp 
horseman in the throes of delirium tremens. 

Studying the spectacular operations of the 
young upstart who was diverting attention from 
him in horse-playing circles, Pittsburgh Phil,took 
a fresh purchase on his stogie one day and re- 
marked to a friend: “If McCielland should die, 
Grannan would be broke within a year.” 

“Professional jealousy,” commented Riley’s 
growing army of admirers. Generous to the ex- 
tent that it was almost a vice with him, Grannan 
had quickly collected an army of sycophants who 
knew he could never say “No” to a touch and 
proceeded to prove it by giving him provocation 
enough to test a saint. But they were wrong 
about Pittsburgh Phil. Candor, not jealousy, 
moved him. McClelland died early in Grannan’s 
20-year career aS a plunger and, save for a pro- 
tracted spell of success, betting on Tod Sloan's 
mounts in England, the Kid from Paris was 
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busted like an old suspender most of the time. 

In Grannan’s career of ups and downs, there 
were two high spots that towered over the rest 
like Everest and its twin. One of these was his 


big day at Gravesend, Brooklyn, back in 1894. 
That racing season had produced two three-year- 
olds of superior quality and the controversy 
among turfmen that such a situation always 


breeds. When this happens, bookmakers roll 
their eyes and smack their .lips in anticipation. 


NE of the two wonder horses of "94 was Henry 
of Navarre, owned by the same McClelland 

who was Grannan’s patron. Domino, the other 
prize colt, belonged to James R. Keene, Wall 
“treet nabob. The situation naturally called for 
a match race-—a test of speed between two horses, 
as distinct from a regular race in which three 
or more animals compete. At that time, there 
was a race track in the GraveSend Bay section of 
srooklyn, where New York Bev is indented for 
the last time, on the way out, before it reaches 
Coney Island. The Gravesend track has long 
since been cut into building lots. In the ’90s, 
it was one of America’s famous courses. Here, 
on Sept. 15, 1894, Domino and Henry of Navarre 
met in a mile and one-eighth test of speed, for 
a purse of $5,000, advertised as “The Third Spe- 
cial,” that old-timers still recall with excitement. 

McClelland thought his Henry was the surest 
thing since Grover Cleveland and naturally told 
Grannan. In the chips as a result of playing Mc- 
Clelland’s tips, Riley, by this time a bit of an ex- 
hibitionist, yearned to do something bizarre to 
intensify the glare of the limelight in which he 
basked, so he decided to lay the odds against 
Domino and bet on Henry of Navarre. 

several Cincinnati and Louisville horsemen 
chipped in with Riley to back a book at Graves- 
end. In those days, the bookies worked from open 
booths set on platforms about three feet above 
the floor of the betting ring (as if the bookies 
couldn’t look down the suckers sufficiently, just 
by being on the same level with them!) The 
booths were closed in on all four sides and were 
about waist high to the bookie and his clerks, 
within. Projecting. upward from the front of the 
booth was a steel arm which supported the odds 
slate. With 150 such contraptions, each with its 
quota of shouting, gesticulating bookmakers and 
clerks, besieged by eager betters, one can imagine 
an escaped patient from Bedlam begging to be 
taken back to the comparative quietude of that 
infamous insane asylufm after one trip through 
the Gravesend betting ring. 

Riley revelled in the attention his name at- 
tracted. In front of his booth, the biggest crowd 
was always gathered. Working in his shirt sleeves, 
Grannan needled New York slickers in his pleas- 
ant Kentucky drawl into betting the way he 
wanted them to—on Domino. His odds board of- 
fered the highest price on Domino from the time 
betting opened and he had scouts out, keeping 
him posted on price fluctuations, to make sure 
that it would remain that way. Navarre’s name 
didn’t appear on his board at all. He wasn’t tak- 
ing any bets on McClelland’s sure thing. Mean- 
time, his agents were betting $22,000 of his money 
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on Henry of Navarre with the other books, get- 
ting $30,000 against it. In his own cubicle Gran- 
nan took in $66,000 in bets on Domino, laying 
$40,000 against it. , 

Finally, as it always does in such cases, the 
race got under way. For a mile it was like the 
famous nose-to-nose match race between War Ad- 
miral and Seabiscuit in the Pimlico Special a few 
years ago. Then, bearing out his owner’s judg- 
ment, Henry of Navarre began to pull away inch 
by inch. When he had increased his lead to a half 
length, Jockey Doggett who was riding McClel- 
land’s colt, grew so cocksure that, in the manner 
of jockeys of that ddy, he decided not to show 
his horse’s true form by calling on him to give 
everything he had, but instead, to keep his scant 
lead. Fred Taral on Domino was one of the most 
determined riders of that era. To him a half 
length meant nothing, even with only a furlong 
to go. So, refusing to admit defeat, he kept driv- 
ing Domino. With only 50 yards left, he drew up 
on even terms with Navarre and locked legs with 
Doggett. There wasn’t the difference of an eye- 
lash’s width between the nozzles of the two great 
horses as they shot under the wire in one of the 
turf’s famous dead heat finishes. Under the rules 
of racing, the stakes and bets were divided equally. 
Thus, everyone who had bet with Grannan’s book 
on Domino got back one half the amount his 
ticket would have paid had the Keene horse won. 
If he bet $10 against $6 he got back $8, or half 
of $16, and so lost $2 on the race. Grannan, hav- 
ing accepted bets only on Domino, thus emerged 
with a profit of 33% per cent on his book. Hav- 
ing bet $40,000 against $66,000 ($106,000) he paid 
out half or $53,000 so he won $13,000 on Domino. 
Having bet $22,000 against $30,000 with other 
books on Henry of Navarre ($52,000), he collected 
one-half or $26,000 which gave him another profit 
of $4,000, or a total of $17,000 on the race. 

This wasn't important cabbage for Riley but, 
considering that he had managed to win on both 
horses in a dead heat, the feat boosted his prestige 
enormously on the turf. Had Navarre won as he 
unquestionably would have if Jockey Doggett 
hadn’t become a showoff, Riley would have been 
able to keep every nickel of the $66,000 he took 
in on Domino and also would have collected $30,- 
000 on the $22,000 he had bet on Navarre with the 
other books—a total of $96,000 for the afternoon. 

It was 14 years before Grannan’s second big 
day arrived. Having blown many bankrolls in 
England and America during these years, Riley 
was just a legend without capital by the time the 
Nevada gold rush arrived. He had lost his ace-in- 
the-hole when McClelland died and the cards Fate 
dealt him didn’t include any more one-spots.: The 
only asset Riley had, in fact, was the good will of 
horsemen everywhere. He had been a swell guy 
when he had it and it doesn’t cost anything to be 
nice to a chap like that—-unless he starts hinting 
about his financial status. However, Riley had 
a few staunch friends who were always good for 
a touch so he was spared the necessity of putting 
the arm on the fair weather boys and finding out 
the painful way just ho:v deep their loyalty avas. 

Twenty years isa! ~ time to chase the same 
rainbow. It gets mig!.., ‘otonous looking for 


that infallible system for beating the races that 
never shows up. So, when news about gold strikes 
in Nevada began to appear on the front pages, 
Grannan, stranded in San Francisco, decided that 
maybe the fortune he had been chasing lay under, 
not on, the turf. ‘Tonopah, Goldfield, Rhyolite, 
Bullfrog and Rawhide were among the mining 
camps that had sprung up in the wake of this 
strike and it was in the last-named outpost of no- 
where that Riley showed up next, after borrowing 
a grubstake. 

ltawhide was well named. It was nothing more 
than a collection of shacks, hastily thrown to- 
gether to accommodate the rough crews that 
poured in. Its makeshift hotel would have served 
as a barn back in civilization. The dwellings were 
crude in the extreme but miners didn’t demand 
southern exposures. Naturally, the saloons and 
gambling houses predominated among the _ busi- 
ness establishments. A few Greeks opened restau- 
rants. To add respectability there was a drup 
store, a doctor to sew up the wounds after the 
saturday night brawls and a lawyer. 

Among this reckless crew, Riley Grannan was 
a universal favorite. One of his new friends was 
a miner named W. H. Knickerbocker. Like Gran 
nan himself, Knickerbocker stood out amidst the 
riff-raff that infested the place. Riley soon found 
out what it was that made his new friend different 
from the others. It seems Knickerbocker was a 
Southerner who had been ordained to the minis- 
try but had strayed so far from orthodoxy in his 
preachings as to incur the displeasure of church 
dignitaries. Unfrocked when he refused to con 
form to their ideas of how the Gospel should be 
preached, he followed the gold rush to Nevada 
Sticking by his convictions had cost Knickerbocker 
his career but he retained his self-respect. Riley 
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told his new friend about his own wasted life and 
won Sympath* mstead of censure. 

Grannan hadn’t been in Rawhide much more 
than a fortnight when the squalid camp was hit 
by influenza. With frightfully insanitary cond 
tions to help it, the epidemic mowed down the 
miners like a harvesting machine moving through 
a field of ripe wheat. The town’s only doctor was 
helpless. With no undertaker to dispose of the 
dead, the miners had to nail together rough pine 
board boxes and perform this mission themselves 

Riley Grannan'’s number showed one day in 
April. The flu had changed to pneumonia in his 
case and hastened his death. A pine-board box 
was being readied for Grannan when a few of his 
miner friends thought that one whose name was 
a legend on the turf deserved a fancier exit than 
that. A wire to some of his racing friends in San 
Francisco took care of the situation. The San 
Francisco horsemen dispatched an undertaker 
with a coffin to Rawhide and Riley was laid out 
like an underworld prince, in the back room of a 
saloon. It was the best saloon in town, though. 

As miners, dance hail girls, gamblers and sol- 
diers of fortune gathered around the fancy city 
coffin one mild spring day, Parson Knickerbocker, 
changing from his mining clothes to his go-to- 
meetings, faced his odd congregation and un- 
burdened himself of a eulogy that almost sent 
Riley floating away on his last journey on a flood 
of tears. He quoted Ingersoll (the agnostic, not the 
watch), Colonel Hallow and Omar. Eddie Guest 
hadn't come along yet or Knickerbocker probably 
would have borrowed a few lachrymose phrases 
from him, too. But the mining parson didn’t really 
start to jerk tears from all those cold eyes con- 
fronting him until he started using his own stuff. 


Mp ILEY GRANNAN lived in the world of sport,” 

he said, “but he left the imprint of his charac- 
ter on the whole world. Through the medium of 
his financial power he was able to brighten the 
lives of some of its inhabitants. He wasted it, so 
the world says. Did it ever occur to you that the 
men and women who inhabit the night world are 
still men and women? 

“A little happiness brought into their lives 
means as much to them as happiness brought into 
the lives of the straight and the good. If you can 
take one ray of sunlight into their night life and 
thereby bring them one single hour of happiness, 
I believe you are a benefactor. I believe that some 
of Riley Grannan’s money was ‘wasted’ in this 
way. God knows what is*best. God knows better 
than I what is good for me and I leave it with 
God. 

“And now has come the time to say ‘good-by.’ 
Let these flowers, Riley, with their petalled lips 
and perfumed breath, speak in beauty and fra- 
grance the sentiment that are too tender for words, 
Good-by Riley.” 

A few days later, in a little cemetery back in 
Paris, Kentucky gathered one of her illustrious 
sons. back into her bosom. Riley Grannan had 
finally come home.

Be the Healthiest Girl in the World.”

Only Woman Coach of U. S. Olympic Teams 

HAT jitterbugging tomboy, Miss Bobby Sox, 

is the healthiest gal in America, but even so 
she takes no medals for physical condition in 
today’s world. 

American women trail their sisters of all other 
lands as far as true health is concerned. They 
may be shapely but they’re out of shape. 

However, among themselves, I rate our girls 
as follows: 

1. Bobby soxers. 

Housewives. 
College girls. 

4. Working girls. 

Having just returned to this country after 
more than three years abroad, I have been able 
to judge our young women from a fresh view- 
point. Results are both surprising and chal- 
lenging to a woman Olympic coach who hopes to 
guide future American teams in .competition. 

You might think that the bobby soxers, 
slumped over a soft drink, represents zero in 
physical condition, but it isn’t so. The teen-age 
girl dances—-ballroom and jitterbug. She swims 
and plays tennis. She gets two days a week of 
physical education in school. It all keeps her 
muscles toned and is enough to put her at the 
top of the American list. 

Housewives hold second place only if they have 
no maid and do all their own work. A modern 
mama without help gets a lot of exercise—clean- 
ing, shopping, and romping with the children. 
Activity of this nature is excellent. 

College girls, strangely enough, drop down to 
third place. You’d expect Betty Co-Ed to be brim- 
ming with well-being. But she is feeling the loss 
of teen-age sports. Generally, the college girl, 
when not studying, is gingerly testing cocktails 
and seeking sophistication to the detriment of 
her health. 

Working girls rate last. Miss Secretary goes 
all day on her nerves. Then she either spends the 
evening getting her clothes ready for next day 
or she goes out on a date which usually means 
the movies or a cocktail lounge. 

When she does participate in sports, the work: 
ing girl crams activities into a week end. The 
infrequent, violent exercise often does her more 
harm than good. 

“Why, I bet I walk 15 miles a day at my work,” 
friends tell me. ‘“‘That’s wonderful exercise.” 
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Not the way they do it, it isn’t. They’re ner- 
vous, tense and hurried. They’re tottering around 
improperly ventilated offices on high heels. Men- 
tal tension alone counteracts most of the walking 
benefit. 

But walking, properly done, ci 1.be the physi-. 
cal salvation of Miss America. By going in for 
it regularly, she can be the healthiest girl in the 
world. She should be, too, considering the fact 
that our diet is the most varied and complete and 
opportunities for recreation are unlimited. 

Five miles of fresh-air walking a day——every 
day—is my prescription for cheating the calendar. 
Wear low heels and take long strides from the 
hips. Maintain a steady pace and breathe deeply. 
You'll leave fatigue and tension far behind. 

Take your walk every day-——not ten miles one 
day and nothing the next. If you walk like this,

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you won't have to worry about diets or reducing. 
However, the average girl will do well to eat 
plenty of fruits, vegetables and meat, 

A word of caution for the figure-conscious. 
Walking on high heels makes for tiny steps and 
works on the r&uscles which produce over-de- 
veloped hips. Those low heels will save you here 
and be sure to stretch the arch. Scuffing the heels 
at any time causes thickened ankles. 

If the American girl goes in for health walk- 
ing in a determined way, she stands .a chance of 
overtaking her rivals in other lands who bene- 
fited from wartime hardships. 

During my visits to 12 countries since 1943, 
I have had the opportunity to compare many 
nationalities. Uppermost in my mind was the fact 
that American women ran away with awards in 
prewar Olympics. 

I found the modern English girl in remarkably 
fine condition. Drafted for some war activity, she 
worked eight hours a day and participated in a 
compulsory sports program. Frequent Bombings 
had so disrupted transportation that she was 
forced to do a great deal of walking. She learned 
the value of the daily hike and now keeps it up. 

I saw many splendid women athletes in Hol- 
land. They do a lot of swimming in the summer, 
one of the greatest physical conditioners in the 
world. 

Russian women are emerging from the fields 
and factories to surprise the sports world. Ina 
Swedish track meet, Russian women took the 
first six places in the 2,500-meter race. They won 
three important events in a Norway meet. They 
have never competed in the Olympics thus far, 
but we can look for keen competition from them 
when they do. 

In Burma, I found that many women out- 
ranked men in stamina. When civilian hordes fled 
before advancing Jap armies, the record showed 
that more women than men survived the marches. 
They had been toughened by labor in the fields 
and homes while men office workers tired quickly. 

Even the girl of India, emerging from tra- 
ditional seclusion, is exercising her way to leader 
ship. I saw Madras beauties playing tennis while 
swathed in the sari—a garment made of seven 
yards of material and held together without but- 
tans or pins. When the sari is replaced by shorts, 
the maids of India should be up front in world- 
wide competition. 

But if she tries, Miss America can still walk 
off with the honors.

Princess Xenia, Former Wife of Millionaire 
Sportsman Billy Leeds, Finally Catches Up 
With Love—in a Stable

AST SUMMER, the time was 

finally right for Princess Xenia, 

the 44-vear-old ex-wife of the tin- 
plate heir, William B. Leeds, to 
marry Herman Jud, of Hicksville, 
Long Island, a handsome veteran in 
his 30s, whom she met nearly ten 
years ago when he was a Stable hand 
for the swank Long Island Meadow 
Brook Hunt Club. 

Her self-imposed period as a lady 
in waiting ended August 10, 1946, 
when she married Jud in a quiet cere- 
mony in her Glen Cove, L. IL. home. 
For more than half the decade she 
had known Jud, the Princess was 
certain he was the right man for her. 

She was legally free to take a hus- 
band, but she felt her first responsi- 
bility was to her daughter, Nancy 
Leeds Wynkoop, the 22-year-old heir- 
ess to the Leeds’ estate. 

When Billy Leeds and his royal 
wife were divorced in May, 1930, in 
Suffolk County, New York, the Prin- 
cess was given custody of the child. 
She and Nency went to live in a 
small rented cottage at Syosset, L. L 

The Princess devoted herself to 
giving her daughter the proper back- 
ground and formal education befitting 
one of the wealthiest heiresses tn the 
country. She was a mother first, and 
an eligible young woman second. 

In the 16 years since her divorce, 
the Princess’ name has been linked 
with but two men, Charles D. Plumb’s 
and Jud’s. Plumb, who worked in his 
father’s stables and rode the Prin- 
cess’ mounts in local shows, eliminated 
himself in February, 1939, by his mar- 
riage to Mary Goetchius, a Smith- 
town debutante. 

The Princess then began 
seen with the tall, blond Jud. 

On December 22, 1945, Nancy mar- 
ried Lt. Edward Judson Wynkoop, Jr., 
USNR, of Svracuse, New § York. 
Leeds, at the time a commander in 
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the Navy, gave his daughter away. 
Nancy moved to New York to live. 

When the Princess considered her- 
self free to marry, however, Jud was 
not available. At the outbreak of the 
war he left the Meadow Brook Club 
to take a course in Diesel motors and 
got a job in a defense plant. Later, 
he joined the armed services. He 
hecame a civilian last spring and mar- 
ried his l’rincess shortly after. 

The only attendants at the wed- 
ding were Nancy, her husband, and 
Jud’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Jud of neighboring Hicksville. The 
Rev. Edward Stammel, of the Luth- 
eran Church of Hicksville, officiated. 

The Princess’ marriage to Léeds 
in Paris, Oct. 9, 1921, was the result 
of a whir!wind courtship. Xenia was 
born in Russia in 1903, the daugh- 
ter of the Grand Duke George Mich- 
aeleviteh, brother of Czar Nicholas. 

Her mother, Princess Marie, was 
the daughter of King George of 
Greece. When the Grand Duke was 
executed by the Bolsheviks in the 
1919 revolution, Xenia and her mother 
escaped and sought refuge in the 
royal courts of Greece. 

In 1921, Leeds, then 19, was 
in Greece with his American-born 
mother, Princess Anastasia, who had 
married Prince Christopher of Greece 
after the senior Leeds’ death. Young 
Billy met the shy, pretty Princess 
Xenia and fell instantly in love. He 
courted and married her against his 
mother’s wishes. 

The wedding in Paris was solem- 
nized in a French civil ceremony, an 
Orthodox Greek Church ritual and a 
second religious service. 

They were divorced May 3, 1930. 
Rumors that their marriage was 
headed for the rocks began in 1926, 
shortly after Nancy was born in 
Paris. Denials continued for the next 
four years. 

She piloted his speed boats and be- 
came an excellent horsewoman. But 
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Billy Leeds wanted to be on the go 
more than she and spent much of 
his time aboard his yacht, the Moana. 

After the divorce, there was talk 
that the Princess had more than a 
casual interest in Charlie Plumb. Ru- 
mor also coupled Leeds and Olive 
Hamilton, a brunette beauty from 
Atlantic City, whom he had rescued 
from drowning. 

Leeds disavowed it by saying, “I 
am not engaged to marry Olive Ham- 
ilton. We've had lots of good times 
together. But if we were to marry, 
our good times would no doubt end. 
I’m just not the marrying type. No 
woman would stand for me long if 
she were my wife, and I’m not in love 
with any girl.” 

Leeds married Olive Hamilton 
May 23, 1936, on his yacht. They 
were married a second time on June 
4, 1936, in the Miami Beach home 
of the socialite Sailing Baruch, On 
Olive’s birthday this year, her wealthy 
husband presented her with the fa- 
mous Nassak diamond, 45 carats, said 
to have a 4,000-year history. 

The Princess had not asked for 
alimony although it was reliably re- 
ported a big financial settlement was 
made, and she did not forego her 
dower rights in the Leeds’ estate. 
About five years ago she moved to 
the large and comfortable home she 
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now occupies with Jud, on 
Road, Glen Cove. Residents ot 
community are used to seeing the 
slim, attractive woman, whom they 
refer to simply as “the Princess.” 

Before Charlie Plumb was mar- 
ried, the Princess attended the hunts 
and was an active horsewoman. Aft 
that time, Jud was just another of 
the stablemen who had a nodding ac- 
quaintance with the gracious Prin- 
cess who always went out of her way 
to be pleasant, seeing to it that the 
men were provided with hot coffee 
and sandwiches on Hunt days. 
Plumb, who has not seen Jud nor 
Princess in the past few vears, 
still serves as “first whip” at the 
Meadow Brook Club. He was chief 
steward at the Long Island Roosevelt 
Raceways last fall. 

After She moved to 
the Princess got rid of 
and no longer attended the hunts. 
Her friendship with Jud prospered, 
however. The defense plant in which 
he then worked was near her home, 

Jud’s friends describe him as con- 
genial and likable and not given to 
discuss his personal affairs. His tem- 
perament blends well with the Prin- 
cess’. Their long courtship proved 
that despite the disparity in their 
ages and their social standing they 
were happy together. 
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AC Hicaco newspaper came out in the days 
when vaudeville was a habit with the head: 


“EVA TANGUAY STRICKEN.” 


The newsboys, selling four different Chicago 
newspapers, went into a quick panic over the 
fact that the headline “EVA TANGUAY 
STRICKEN” was selling this one Chicago paper 
like hot cakes. 

As a matter of fact, Eva Tanguay was only 
stricken by a cold which threatened pneumonia, 
but kept this little bundle of joy from the vaude- 
ville circuit for a short period of time. Eva Tan- 
guay in those days was the greatest attraction 
and the biggest money-maker of any standard 
act to appear in the two a-day circuits. 

The other three newsboys selling the other 
three papers started yelling, “Eva Tanguay mur- 
dered.” This gives you only a slight impression 
of the public love for the great little bombshell 
who packed every vaudeville house in America 
when her name was in lights on the Keith cir- 
cuit, the Orpheum circuit, and the great Western 
Pantages group of vaudeville houses. What Eva 
Tanguay had that made her dominate show busi- 
ness was something that no other woman in the 
days of what they called “flesh” shows as op- 
posed to motion picture shows could understand 
or synthetically copy. 

Vaudeville has gone, replaced by the talking 
motion pictures. It was not until motion pic- 
tures could talk that the great vaudeville cir- 
cuits were threatened. To the average theatre- 
goer Eva, too, has gone. 

For the last six years great organizations 
dedicated to the welfare of the decrepit and the 
aged, as well as individual well-wishers, have 
been contributing the money not as charity, but 
as a form of salary or a well-earned pension, to 
support Eva Tanguay, who has been on a bed of 
pain during her declining days in California. 
When The American Weekly offered to buy Eva 
Tanguay’s life story, she specified the price and 
the conditions under which she would sell it. 
One condition to which our editors subscribed 
was that the payment be made to the organiza- 
tions which have helped t6 make life more 
pleasant for this little lady and countless others 
who gave laughter and happiness to millions of 
Americans for years. 

Here is Eva’s own story:

CHAPTER I 
_ DON'T CARE” was my song. “I don’t care” 


was my creed. 

I knew fame and fortune. Both were 
showered on me lavishly in the 50 years I faced 
the footlights. The eight.dollars a week I received 
for my first performance grew to $3,500 a week. 

Two million dollars was poured into my lap. 
I tossed it all away as fast as it came. Some went 
foolishly, but much went to those who could repay 
me only with a look of gratitude. 

I have been lying on a sickbed in.California 
for the last six years and the legs that carried 
me around the footlights of the world won't 
Carry me any more, Of all the millions who 
paid all the millions of dollars to see me, few 
people come to see me any more. 

But the actors who worked with me and kept 
me alive and fed me treat me as one of their 
family, and of the money I get from this story 
from The American Weekly, I do not want 
one dollar for myself. My contract specifies 
that this shall go to the fund of the actors for 
some other actor who is as improvident as I 
have been. 

The millions are gone. So is my health. I 
don't have much now except my smile and my 
happiness. That’s a lot. It’s a happiness that comes 
from a deep well of memories, days of gorgeous 
glamour, rousing acclaim, exciting romance. 

It’s those days that I’ve set out to tell about. 

From an amateur night performance in Holy- 
oke, Mass., in a dress my dear mother made out 
of a silk umbrella, I rose to see my ndme in the 
top lights of the finest theatres in the country. I 
cxuldn’t dance and I couldn't sing, yet they called 
me the world’s greatest comedienne and America’s 
greatest eccentric. 

As my old song, written by Jean Lennox, went: 


“I don't care, I don’t care, 

W hat they may think of me, 

I'm happy-go-lucky, men say I am plucky, 
So jolly and care-free, 

I don't care, I don't care 

If I do get the mean and stony stare, 

If I'm never successful, it won't be distressful, 
‘Cos I don't care.”* 


There were soubrette roles with the Redding 
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Stanton Repertoire Company at the age of 10, road 
shows where I dashed in night after night to save 
the heroine from being sawed in two by the vile 
villain, then a chance with Bertram and Willard’s 
“The Engineer’ Company at People’s Theatre on 
the Bowery, and finally Broadway. 

My first appearance on Broadway was in a 
musical comedy at the Imperial Music Hall just 
after Weber and Fields, Lillian Russell, and Fay 
Templeton finished a run there. 

Never will I forget my opening night there. 
I was Coloma, the Hoo-doo, a bare-footed Fiji 
Islander with a flimsy voile slit skirt, rhinestone 
ankle bracelets, and scarcely any bodice at all. 

When the time came to go on I was scared to 
death. At the cue I leaped onto the stage. 

There was but one thought in my mind—to 
move so fast and whirl so madly that no one would 
be able to see my bare legs. I whisked through 
my act like a cyclone and ran off stage. 

A great roar of applause rolled through the 
theatre. I couldn’t understand it. Fellow actors 
rushed up. 

“Eva, you -were marvelous! Where did you 
get the pep?” 

Then an idea struck me. 

“All right,” I thought, “if they’ liked the 
antics I put on to detract from my scanty attire 
I will do that forever.” 

That experience, gained through accident and 
expedience, set the pattern for the eccentric be- 
havior that made me famous. 

It wasn’t long, though, before I got mixed up 
in a backstage fight that earned me a reputation 
as hot-tempered. It was during the run of “My 
Lady.” Eddie Foy was the headliner. 

The chorus girls never liked me. I hadn’t come 
out of their ranks. Another thing, too, had made 
them mad. Lotta Faust, a beautiful girl, had been 
taken out of the chorus to sing a song, “Miss Vir- 
ginia.” One day at rehearsal I broke into the song 
and a dance step. The manager heard me. 

“Hey, you Tanguay,” he hollered, “do that again.” 

The song was taken away from Lotta and given 
to me. That added to the feud. 

We tried out in Boston and the chorus girls in 
the cast soon had a big following among the rah- 
rah boys at Harvard. The night we opened on 
Broadway the girls got a bunch of their college 
boy friends to come to New York and help them 
queer my act. They filled the box seats. 

I went on for my first number and was about 
half way through my song when one of the boys 
stood up and threw a biscuit at me. The audience 
howled. My act was forgotten. 

Then Jessie Jordan, a cute little blonde, stepped 
out of the chorus line behind me, picked up the 
biscuit and hurled it back at her friends in the 
box. ‘That provoked a new outburst from the 
other side of the footlights. My song was killed. 

When the curtain went down I raced for the 
dressing rooms, fuming mad. The chorus girls 
were gathered around,. giggling at my shame. I 
found out that it was a put-up job and that Jessie 
was to get $50 if she threw the biscuit back to 
the boys. : 

I took after her and grabbed her with both 
hands. ‘Thé fight was on. The girls screamed. 

There was a regular riot backstage. Some 
stage handsS rushed up and pulled us apart, but 
not before I had banged Jessie’s head hard against 
the wall a few times. That made me feel better. 

The next day the papers were full of stories 
about the terrible-tempered Eva ‘Tanguay. 

Life in the show business never was dull. Each 
night there was the parade of Stage-door Johnnies. 
There were champagne suppers and gay parties 
given by men who seemed to enjoy spending. 

There was one in particular whom I recai! very 
well. The truth is, I was a sort of pet of his. He 
was F. C, Havemeyer: The girls knew him as 
“The Sugar King.” 

I first met him during rehearsals for: Frank 
Perley’s “Chaperones.” The manager, Al Morvan, 
walked onstage one day while we were going 
through our routines. An elderly, distinguished- 
locking man was with him. 

“IT want you to meet Mr. Havemeyer,” Morgan 
announced. “He will be with us for a while. I 
want all of you to be nice to him.” 

Well, you can imagine how much chatter that 
started in the dressing rooms. 

“Who's the big boy? Wonder who Mr. Gotrocks 
is? Suppose he’s the angel.” 

We decided he was the financial backer of 
the show but he wasnt. He was just a kindly, 
eccentric old man, a grandpa type, who liked 
showgirls and had money enough to afford it. 

He was the most persistent theatre-goer I ever 
knew. Every night he had a front row seat 
Rather, he had two, one for himself and one for 
his fur-trimmed coat, top hat, and a box of candy 

He even followed the troupe when we went on

the road. We'd leave New York and jump to 
Chicago. When the curtain went up there would 
be “The Sugar King” or “Nunkey,” as we got to 
call him, in his front row seats. 

The show was good, but it wasn’t that good. 

There are many jokes made at the expense 
of men like Nunkey by people who don't under- 
stand that an elderly man who can afford it 
can enjoy happiness not known to many and 
perpetuate his name in associating with the 
youth and beauty of people around him. When 
he said I was his daughter he meant it. I was 
his mental daughter. 

He spent a huge fortune on gifts for the girls 
in that company. 

Once, just before Christmas, in Chicago he 
asked me to take a drive with him one afternoon. 
By the time we returned to the hotel he had bought 
me diamond earrings, a $2,200 sealskin coat and 
a $7,000 diamond tiara. 

It seems awful, but you couldn’t refuse. He 
would have been offended. 

He always had a pocket crammed with thousand- 
dollar bills and he used to tell me: 

“Eva, if you look down and smile at me dur- 
ing the show I'll give you a thousand dollars.” 
That seemed sort of silly, though an easy way 

to make $1,000. I would have given him the same 
flattery just for the asking. In the middle of my 
act I would walk up to the footlights where he 
Was sitting and Say: 

“Hello, Nunkey. That’s my Nunkey down there.” 

The nice old man would beam. He would turn 

proudly to those sitting around him and boast 
with a broad smile: 

“She's my daughter. Isn't she wonderful?” 
After the show I got my thousand-dollar bill. 
There was a present of some kind from him 

every time you saw him. 

To be honest about it, he was quite forgetful. 
I used to see him and would admire the elegant 
watch he carried. 

“Now, Nunkey,” I would pretend to pout, “you 
have given every girl in the show a nice watch 
and you haven't given me one.” 

“Haven't I?” he would say. “Well, I shall see 
that you get a fine one.” 


~ Sag enough, the next night there would 
another watch. ‘The dressing room was @1 
ually getting full of them. 

Nunkey wasn’t a man the girls would go 
with alone. I don’t believe he cared. He ju 
to think all of us were his darlings. Instead 
a date with one girl he would hire a banquet 
in a hotel and give a big party for all of us 

Ill never forget those elaborate affairs. 7 
always was the choicest of food and champa 
corsages and favors for his guests. Each gir! 
ceived a lovely present, too, a ring or a pin. 

It was in “Chaperones” that I introduc 
the song, “My Sambo,” one of my big hits. 
always designed my own costumes and I had 
particularly odd one for this act. Spangles, han; 
ing on beads, entirely covered the dress. It looked 
like a blaze of dancing lights when the “spot” 
hit it and | sang: 


I got a beau, I love him so. 

He's my sweet ‘lasses Sam. 

I love him like rasper jam. 

I never cared for a man but Sambo! 4 


In this show there was a big feature num 
with all the principals in it, Mary Cahill, Trixie 
Friganza, Louise Gunning, Walter Jones, Digby 
Bell, Eddie Readway, Joe Myron. With that kind 
of competition I had to step to hold my qwn. My 
bizarre costume did a lot to turn the trick. 

The second season an offer was made to star 
me in the show and the name of it was changed 
to “Sambo Girl.” 

There, at last, was “Eva Tanguay” flashing in 
the lights over the marquee. I1 had nine numbers, 
with nine changes of costumes, but I loved it. 

It was in “Sambo Girl” in 1904 that I first sang 
“T Don't Care.” Jean Lennox wrote it for me, 

I don't care, I don't care 

If I do get the mean and stony stare, 

lf I'm never successful, it won't be distresstul, 

‘Cos I don't care? 

It suited my mood and my style perfectly. It 
became my theme song. From that time on it was 
in my repertoire continuously for nearly 30 years,

HREE years and four months in 

prison for a crime he never com- 

mitted—his family impoverished, 
evicted as a result—-and then, sud- 
denly, unexpectedly, pardon and free- 
dom once more through confession 
of the guilty party. 

The late Bertram M. 
might have walked from prison a 
hitter, disillusioned man, hating so 
ciety. Instead, in the bieness of his 
soul, he launched a movement shortly 
before his death that may save others 
from a like fate through the coming 
years and will stand as a stirring 
tribute to his memory. 

The one-time $10,000-a-year New 
York City stocks and bonds man even 
forgave the State of New York its 
grievous error- sending him to Sing 
Sing for a forgery accomplished by 
. L. Thiel, professional crook, his 
physical counterpart. 

When presented with a check for 
$115,000, the amount the Court of 
Claims granted him as compensation 
for his unjust incarceration, Camp. 
bell smiled and said: 

“T wouldn’t go through it again 
for a million dollars. But I think 
the state is being very generous with 
me and I’m satisfied.” 

Then big, hulking, kindly Bert 
Campbell proceeded to show the sort 
of stuff of which he was made. 

He began by going all out—-though 
not extravagantly—to make up to his 
family for the years of poverty and 
deprivation they had uncomplainingly 
endured while he was wearing the 
humiliating garb of a convict. For his 
brave little wife, Peggy, who so loy- 
ally had stuck by him, and their 
growing children, Harry, Joan, and 
Sonny, he purchased a handsome, 
nearly new home in Freeport, Long 
Island, a suburh of New York. His 
wife and he picked out new house 
furnishings——the best obtainable with- 
in the limitations of their self-imposed 
budget and the prevailing shortages. 

He bought a new car, a small se- 
dan. He told his wife and the chil-

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dren to buy themselves some new 
clothes, a bicycle for one youngster, 
roller skates for another. 

“We didn’t need to be told twice,” 
Mrs. Campbell said, a wan smile 
reminiscently lighting up her worn 
features. “For years it had been a 
battle to obtain the barest necessities, 
let alone buy such things as simple 
toys for the children.” 

Then, having attended to his fam- 
ily, Bert Campbell indulged himself. 
In those happier days before Sing 
Sing, his chief pleasure had been 
fishing. And the new home he had 
just purchased was situated with its 
back door abutting on a canal con: 
necting with Long Island Sound. Bert 
had noted that fact with pleasure 
when he first aaw the house. He now 
bought a motorboat in which to go 
fishing with his sons, 

He planned to use part of his com- 
pensation money to set himself up 
in some small business. 
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But Bert Campbell loved his felt- 
low men, despite the bitter years 
handed him by organized society. 

So first, he called on his attorney, 
James C. Webster of New York, and 
spoke to him of the beau geste that 
was close to his heart. He brought 
with him a bundle of letters, many 
almost illegibly scrawled in pencil, 
and all bearing as their return ad- 
dresses the names of various state 
and federal prisons throughout the 
United States. 

They had' come to him in a flood 
immediately after he received his 
pardon, from convicts who had eager- 
ly followed newspaper accounts of 
his case. Each convict writer earnestly 
informed Campbell that he, also, was 
innocent of the crime for which he 
was serving time, and begged Camp- 
bell’s help in obtaining justice. 

“IT am convinced that many of 
these men are telling the truth,” 
Campbell told his lawyer. “Among 


even those few acquaintances I made 
in Sing Sing, there were men whom 
I am certain were, like myself, inno- 
cent of the crimes for which they had 
been sentenced to prison. 

“{ want to help as many of these 
men 4s possible, because I know what 
a terrible thing it is to be imprisoned 
unjustly.” 

Webster reminded him that what 
he was suggesting was a project of 
national scope, one that was far be- 
yond Campbell’s financial ~ means, 
since it would necessitate the employ- 
ment of dozens of investigators and 
attorneys. 

The lawyer conceded that many in- 
nocent men undoubtedly were in 
prison for crimes they did not com- 
mit—‘“‘a probably inevitable conse- 
quence” of the fact that judges, juries 
and witnesses, being human, there- 
fore were liable to err. 

He cited historical instances of 
injustices similar to Campbell’s case, 


* 
and added that the reason more were 
not known undoubtedly was that 
many of,the victims lacked the finan- 
cial backing to help them establish 
their innocence. 

“Then there certainly should be a 
national philanthropic foundation to 
aid men who are unjustly impris- 
oned,” Campbell said. “Without it, 
most of these men haven't a chance. 
[ would be willing to give a good part 
of the money I received to help set 
up such a foundation.” 

Webster told his client that this 
was a splendid idea and agreed to 
investigate the cases of as many as 
possibie of the convicts who had writ- 
ten to Campbell. 

Campbell, his heart and mind still 
full of his new cause, called on Robert 
Daru, who, as counsel! for the New 
York Criminal Courts Bar Associa- 
tion, also had aided Campbell in his 
fight to clear his name. , 

Daru agreed that the project which 
Campbell urged was badly needed. 

“The innocent, but unjustly im- 
prisoned individual represents a 
fresh, untouched field for  philan 
thropy,” Daru said. “He is truly 
The Forgotten Man.” 

Daru promised his help, and Bert 
Campbell, elated at his initial success, 
returned home to plan further how 
to establish the foundation he en- 
visioned. 

But on Sept. 7, 1946, only three 
months after he received the State 
of New York’s large compensation 
check, Bertram M. Campbell died. 

Nonetheless, the seed he planted 
already is bearing fruit. 

Inspired by Campbell’s idealism, 
Daru promoted the dead man’s idea 
among his friends. And as a result, 
a group of wealthy and influential! 
individuals recently sought Daru’s 
aid as a preliminary to surveying 
the field and ascertaining the need 
and potentialities of such a philan. 
thropic foundation. 

Webster, at his own cost, investi- 
gated many of the letters written to 
Campbell by various imprisoned men. 
Today he is nearly ready to present 
to the courts the case of one of these 
men-—-a man not completely inno 
cent, but punished by society out of 
all proportion to his guilt. 

During the depression, unable to 
support his cripplid wife in New 
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York, this man went to another state 
to look for work. He was arrested 
there, charged with participating in 
a bank holdup, and although innocent, 
was sent to prison. Finally, the real 
bank bandits were captured and he 
was pardoned. He returned to New 
York to find that his destitute wife 
was reduced to hobbling through the 
subways on her crutches, selling 
candy. 

This was too much for him. Em. 
bittered and desperate, he held up 
a man on the street, was caught, and 
found himself in prison again, this 
time with a doubled sentence — as 
having a prison record, he was listed 
as a second offender. 

Since this actually was his first 
offense, and he already has served 
more than a first-offender’s term, 
Webster hopes to obtain a pardon

Not only had they read 
every word of it, but seven 
out of every ten declared 
that they knew all the non- 
publishable details as well. 

During the Heath trial 
the main topic of conversa- 
tion among eight out of 
every ten girls was the 
day’s evidence against the 
sadist; while three out of 
every four snatches of con- 
versation overheard during 
those days consisted of ex- 
cited discussion of the latest 
“revelations.” 

Similarly, the Nuremburg 
sentences and executions 
proved extremely popular 
topics among 80 per cent of 
girls between 16 and 25.

Captain Nathan Hart, a Neigh- 
bor of the Meserveys, and Who 
Reputedily Dyed His Blue-Black 
Beard, Vowed That When the 
Time Came He Would Prove He 
Had an  Unbreakabie Alibi. 
“We'll See About That," Said 
Sheriff Low. 
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By Peter Levins 
F ine etias years ago, right in the midst of 


the holiday season, tragedy visited the little 

seafaring settlement of Tenants Harbor, Me. 
it was a quiet visit. It remained undiscovered 
for 38 days. 

Of the 70-odd inhabitants of Tenants Harbor, 
which is situated on a neck of coastland to the 
east of Muscongus Bay, this narrative is con- 
cerned chiefly with Mrs. Sarah Meservey, 37- 
year-old wife of Luther Meservey, a ship captain. 
The Meserveys, married 16 years and childless, 
were related by blood or marriage to most of 
the residents of that region. 

At the time of the opening events of the 
mystery, and for weeks before, Mrs. Meservey 
had been living alone in her cottage near the 
meeting house at the far end of town; Captain 
Meservey had gone to sea the previous October 
on a four-month voyage. Like other sailors’ wives, 
it was no new experience for her to be alone. 

On Saturday, Dec. 22, at about 5 p.m., the tall, 
spare figure of Sarah Meservey was observed 
en route to the post office, some five minutes’ 
walk from her home. Informed that a neighbor, 
Mark Wall, had already gathered up the mail, 
she headed back along the snow-covered road. 
Several persons passed the time of day with her 
before she turned into her own dooryard. 

She’ did not pick up her mail at the Wall 
home, then or later. Indeed, no one saw her again. 

The next morning, one of the Wall boys took 
the mail to the Meservey home, but got no 
answer to his knocks. He noticed that, contrary 
to custom, the window blinds were drawn, but 
he concluded that Mrs. Meservey had gone away 
on an early call, and so he returned home with- 
out further investigation. 

On the evening of the 25th, the townfolk 
flocked to Centennial Hall to witness appropriate 
tableaux. Just about everyone was there, either 
as participants in the entertainment or as spec. 
tators. No one saw Sarah Meservey. 

Days—-weeks—passed, and the fate and where- 
abouts of this woman remained unexplained and 
uninvestigated. It was assumed that she had 
gone away on a visit, pending her husband’s re- 
turn, and the fact that she had told no one of 
such an intention did not appear strange to the 
incurious and close-mouthed Down-Easters. 

So 38 days went by. 


HEN, on Jan. 29, Capt. Albion Meservey, a 

cousin of Captain Luther, brought the matter 
to the attention of First Selectman Whitney Long. 

“What, you’ve not heard from Sarah?” Long 
exclaimed. 

“No one has.” 

“Hum,” grunted the official. 
this.” 

Captain Albion, Long and Fred Hart proceeded 
to the cottage which they entered through an 
unlocked rear window. ‘They noticed at once 
that the premises were frigid. The kitchen was 
dusty and untidy; a bed in a small, adjoining 
bedroom had not been made. They looked into 
a large bedroom also on the ground floor. 

There they saw the body, wrapped tightly 
in a quilt. It lay in the midst of considerable dis- 
order: broken furniture and rugs in disarray. 

Examination showed that Mrs. Meservey, fully 
clothed even to coat and overshoes, had been 
strangled with a white woolen scarf, known 
as a “cloud,” and that she had sustained multiple 
cuts and bruises. Her arms had been pulled 
up above and behind her head, then bound at 
the wrists with workmanlike seaman’s knots. 

Several matches—-very long and slim, a type 
rare in the region—were found in the kitchen 
and bedrooms. 

Apparently the murderer had looked through 
drawers, closets and cupboards in search of valu- 
ables. 

The most curious find was a piece of brown 
paper, which Captain Albion picked up off the 
kitchen floor, and which bore penciled references 
to the murder. On one side had been written 
the words, “Monday Eveng 24.” ‘The other side 
read as follows: 

“i cam as A Woman She was out and i wait 
till She Came back not for mony but i killed her.” 

Little or no progress had been made by the 
time Captain Luther’s schooner put in at Bath 
on Febe 16. He heard the tragic news while in 
the act of buying Sarah a present. Back home 
in Tenants Harbor, he reported after a search 
that he had found $200 in a drawer; so far as 
he could tell, no valuables had been taken. 


“We'll look into 


HREE days after his return, Mrs. Levi Hart, 

whose husband had been helping Sheriff A. T. 
Low in the investigation, received an anonymous 
letter. Written in pencil, it was dated Feb. 10 
but had been mailed in Philadelphia. As it came 
in a well-creased envelope, Sheriff Low deduced 
that it had been sent to Philadelphia in another 
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Captain»Nathan Hart—Mrs. Hart Said He Had 
on Excessive Interest in Other Men's Wives. 


envelope and remailed. It read: 

“To Mrs. Livi Hart 

“i thought i would drop you A line to tell 
your husband to be careful how he conducted 
things about Tenants Harbor cause if he dont 
he and a good many others of the men will 
get An ounce ball put threw them for tell them 
it is no use trying to catch this chap for he will 
not be caught—so be careful whe you take up in 
st. George [a near-by village] you shall hear 
from me again in three months D M” 

Sheriff Low asked four men to submit samples 
of their writing in which the words “i killed her’ 
appeared. On March 8, one of the four, Capt. 
Nathan Hart, a close neighbor of-Captain and 
Mrs. Meservey, was placed under arrest. Ac- 
cording to Low, his handwriting matched the 
specimens presumably written by the murderer. 

Captain Hart, a thick-set man of 49, who re- 
putedly dyed his blue-black beard, indignantly 
denied the charge, and vowed that, when the 
proper moment arrived, he would prove an alibi. 

“We'll-see about that,” commented Low. “But 
we found the same type of matches in the Hart 
home that we picked up in the Meservey kitchen 
and bedrooms. We know that the Nathan Harts 
and nobody else in Tenants Harbor possessed that 
kind of match.” 

The grand jury indicted Hart after Alvin R. 
Dunton, handwriting expert of Camden, Me., de- 
clared that the handwriting in a ship’s logbook, 
allegedly written by the accused, tallied with the 
writing on the piece of brown paper found in 
the Meservey kitchen. 


NOTHER anonymous letter arrived. It came 

on May 16 while Hart was in jail awaiting 
trial. This, too, had been written ungrammatically 
in pencil, the postmark was Providence, R. I., and 
the recipient was Mrs. Mahala Sweetland, long- 
time resident of Tenants Harbor. The total length 
of the communication was some 2,500 words. 

“T think this will satisfy them that they have 
not got the man with in their reach that did the 
deed,” the writer stated, then went on to tell 
how he—and not Nathan Hart — happened to 
kill Sarah Meservey. 

He said that, being in the region, he had 
once called on her and made advances which 
won him a right smart slap in the face. He had 
therefore retreated, vowing that “she would see 
the time that i would do as i liked.” 

As for the murder, :he said that he had met

her face to face in the “cook room” and before 
she had time to scream he had fetched her “a 
gentel tap on the starboard brow.” While she 
lay senseless, he had tied her up and carried her 
to the bedroom. ‘Then she had recovered con- 
sciousness, and he had asked her where she had 
hidden her money. With that she screamed, and 
he hit her again, making her lose consciousness. 


E BEGAN to ransack the house, he continued. 

Again she revived, and he had to put a cod 
line around her throat and strangle her. 

The Providence letter was still being mulled 
over when Professor Dunton, the handwriting 
expert, tossed a large bombshell into the investi 
gation. He had discovered, he said, that the five 
Sheets of logbook entries, alleged to have been 
written by Nathan Hart, actually had been writ- 
ten by Capt. Albion Meservey! 

What’s more, he insisted that all the samples 
of writing—the note found in the kitchen, the 
Philadelphia letter, the Providence document, and 
the logbook entries—- were the products of one 
and the same hand. 

“Nathan Hart,” said he, “is innocent. I shall 
do my best to right the wrong I have done.” 

Even so, Captain Hart went on trial in Rock- 
land on Oct. 1, 1878, 

Prosecutor L. M. Staples told the jury that 
the state believed that Mrs. Meservey had been 
killed on Dec, 22 and not on the 24th, as the 
note in the kitchen suggested. He said that the 
slayer knew the house, knew that Mrs. Meservey 
was living alone, and that she walked to the 
post office every day at about the same time. 

The murder had not been planned, he said, but 
had been incidental to the robbery. 

“He was surprised in the act of searching the 
house,” Staples declared. 

He went on to say that the “Monday Eveng 24” 
note probably had not been placéd in the house 
at the time of the crime but at some subsequent 
date. He suggested that Captain Hart had 
planted the note on the 24th while on his way 
to Harts Neck, three miles from Tenants Harbor, 
because he knew he could not produce a good 
alibi for the night of the 22d. 

As for the Providence letter, he said that the 
defendant had had numerous chances to write it 
and have it smuggled out of jail for mailing. 

Much to the indignation of Professor Dunton, 
Staples produced two handwriting experts who 
testified that in their opinion all the handwriting 
figuring in the case and portions of two logbooks 
made by Hart, were in the same hand. 

Another state witness, Warren Hart, told of 
a heated exchange, between the defendant and 
his wife, about six months before the murder. 
Mrs. Hart, accusing her husband of an exces. 
sive interest in other men’s wives, had snapped: 

“You once got your face slapped and your 
shirt bosom pulled out by a woman—and that 
woman was Sarah Meservey.” 

Wilbur Thomas, a jailmate of the accused, 
swore that one night he had heard Captain Hart 
muttering in his sleep, “Don’t murder me!” 


LLEN ANDREWS, brother of Sarah Meservey, 

told of encountering the defendant at the 
Meservey home on the day the body was found. 
Andrews said he had asked Nathan who'd had the 
house opened. “I did,” he quoted Hart as say- 
ing. “I've been putting Albion Meservey up to 
having the tomb opened all winter.” 

“Why do you call it a tomb?” the witness 
said he had asked, and Hart had replied, “I 
knew she was dead in there all the time!” 

Then the defense took over. 

First, members of Captain Hart’s family swore 
that he had been home on the evening of the 
22d, and that he went to Harts Neck on the eve- 
ning of the 24th. Professor Dunton testified 
that Albion Meservey had written all the notes. 
Finally Captain Hart took the stand to deny 
everything. 

The jury believed neither him nor the pro- 
fessor. After two hours’ deliberation, they found 
him guilty of murder in the first degree. 

Sentenced to life imprisonment he died in 
the penitentiary five years later, Oct. 9, 1883. 

Rumor had it at the time, before he breathed 
his last he made a “full confession,”

sweater so. treasured 
that you have been almost 
afraid to wash it? Did you 
fear that the color would 
run, or that it would shrink 
or stretch or just somehow 
manage to end up unwear- 
able, or at best not the 
Same garment it was be- 
fore? You shouldn't feel 
that way, for a sweater that 
is washed and handied with 
care should last through 
dozens of such washings 
and still look as it did when 
new. But to have it turn 
out successfully, don’t just 
dump it into the water and 
hope. Go about it carefully 
and systematically and you 
are practically ‘ guaranteed 
Success. 


Sweaters 

T! IE first step in washing a 

sweater is to remove any 
buttons or ornaments that 
might rust or run. In fact 
it is better to take all such 
things off even if you think 
they won't be affected by 
washing. 

Now measure the sweater. 
You can do this in two 
ways. Either spread the 
garment flat on a bath towel 
and outline it carefully with 
pencil, or measure the body 
length, shoulder width, 
sleeve length, waist and bust 
measurements, and record 
the figures. 

Soiled Spots* 

a there are any spots that 

_ are going to need special! 
attention during the wash- 
ing, outline these with a 
contrasting, color - fast 
thread in large basting 
stitches. This will make 
them show up when the 
sweater is wet and insure 
that you don’t miss any of 
them. While you have that 
basting thread handy, a 
good trick, if the neck or 
sleeves are stretched, is to 
run a basting thread around 
them and draw them into 
their original size. This 
basting should be left there 
until the garment is com. 
pletely dry. 

You are ready to wash 
now, so fill the bowl with 
lukewarm water and rich 
soap suds. Squeeze the suds 
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through the sweater, but do 
not rub two parts of the 
garment together. For the 
very soiled spots that you 
marked before washing, and 
for the cuffs and neck edge 
where it is most likely to 
show soil, the best method 
is to rub the spot gently 
with well soaped fingers. 
Do not rub soap directiy on 
the wool. 


i Rinsing 

E sure to rinse thorough- 

ly, using at least three 
rinse waters. ‘The tempera- 
ture of the rinses should be 
the same as the wash water. 
Sharp changes in tempera- 
ture may cause matting of 
the fibres and shrinkage. As 
you lift sweater from suds 
or rinse water support it 
below with your hand so 
the weight of the water 
does not pull it down. 

Dry your sweater flat on 
a towel, eased to fit the out- 
line you made, or to fit the 
measurements you took at

Socks 


HE actual washing of 

socks follows exactly the 
same rules as in washing 
sweaters. Plenty of suds 
and lukewarm water for 
washing and rinsing. But 
the pre-washing tricks are 
a little different. Before you 
wash the socks lay them on 
a piece’ of cardboard and 
eutline them with pencil. 
Now cut out the cardboard 
in the shape of the socks 
and cover with a piece of 
turkish toweling. 

This will give you home 
made sock forms that will 
exactly fit your socks. — If 
you prefer, sock forms can 
be bought or you might get 
the small boy of the house 
to make you a set out of 
wood to match the forms 
you made of cardboard. 
This type will last longer. 


Other Knitwear 


ESIDES sweaters and 

socks you probably have 
other knit garments in your 
wardrobe such as_ gloves, 
berets and those triangular 
scarves that are so useful 
to tie over your head in bad 
weather. 

Wash knit gloves right 
on your hands, and if they 
are very soiled use a soft, 
well soaped brush to get the 
spots from the fingers. ‘To 
dry, pin them on a towel 
with rustproof pins after 
easing them into shape. 

After you have washed a 
beret, slip it over a plate or 
saucer to dry. This will not 
only keep it in shape but 
will keep the two surfaces 
away from each other so 
that it will dry fascer. 

Before washing a tri- 
angular scarf, run a basting 
stitch around the edge so 
that when the scarf is clean 
it can just be laid on a towel 
to dry and you wil] be as- 
sured that it will hold its 
shape. 

With every piece of knit- 
wear you wash, remember 
that the most important 
thing is gentle handling and 
the use of lukewarm water 
of constant temperature. In 
other words, don’t shock 
your woolies.
